Dear Sir: Considering the results of the vote of the recent Town 
Meeting the majority of the voters unquestionably are in favor of 
constructing a new High School Building. 

However, in view of the-fact that the necessary two-thirds vote 
required by law to validate the contemplated bonding issue for the 
construction of the High School Building with Auditorium and Gym- 
nasium was not obtained, the Committee feels the expense for the 
entire project is considered by the Town’s people too great at this 
time, and on this account wishes to recommend the construction of a 
High School Building in accordance with the plans submitted, and 
favorably voted for in the meeting of December 28th but without the 
Auditorium and Gymnasium. 

We have consulted with the Architect and are advised that this 
High School Building could be constructed (including Architect’s 
fee) and furnished for an amount not exceeding $135,000. This 
would provide the school system with a school building vitally needed 
and at the same time give relief to the elementary grades. 

We submit this recommendation for the consideration of our 
Town’s people and attach hereto a list of our expenditures.

WORLD WAR TROPHY 


On June 26, 1924, the Board of Selectmen made request to the 
Governor of the Commonwealth relative to obtaining for the Town 
a captured trophy, and the request was referred to the Adjutant 
General. 

On August 6, 1925, a list of German War Trophies allocated to 
Massachusetts was received, consisting of various articles ranging 
in price from twenty-five cents to $250. 

Choice was made of a 105 mm. howitzer and carriage at cost of 
$25.00, only two of which were available. 

At this time the Selectmen learned that Mr. E. H. Talbot had 
also made a request to the Department to have Sharon included in 
the distribution of the trophies and on November 27, 1925, notice 
was received that the trophy asked for had been allocated to Sharon. 

Members of Charles R. Wilber Post 106, A. L., kindly volunteered 
to bring the ‘‘Gun”’ from the State Arsenal at Framingham. 

Mr. Talbot’s interest continued and through his generosity the 
trophy is now placed on a cement foundation on the Town House 
grounds, a memorial which will increase in veneration as time passes,

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL STREET SCHOOL BUILDING 
COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon, Massachusetts: 


Having successfully completed the operations involved in remodel- 
ing the old School Street School Building, we, the undersigned, 
appointed at a Special Town Meeting held May 24, 1926, as your 
Building Committee, respectfully present the following report of 
our operations. 

Upon the completion of plans and specifications by our architect, 
Charles G. Loring, bids were requested from four representative 
general contractors with the following results: 


W.H. Armstrong, Sharon. $17,705.00 
Joseph $8. Greenwood, Boston 17,780.00 
Frank H. Powers, Boston 17,180.00 
James A. Hyatt, Norwood 16,625.00 


Included in these bids were several extras which your committee 
included, such as concrete walks, concrete steps, etc., hoping they 
might all come within our budget. Upon a revision of the bids based 
upon these changes the contract was finally awarded to the lowest 
bidder, James A. Hyatt of Norwood, for the sum of $15,366.00. 

Work was immediately started and on September 20, 1926, it 
was possible to open the building for the regular classes. 

Your committee feels well repaid for their efforts in your behalf as 
a result of the unusual successful completion of the work. The entire 
building has been replastered on Rock Lath and Wire Lath where 
called for by the State, new floors throughout were provided, new 
electrical fixtures, and all toilets have been taken out of the dark 
basement and placed on the first floor. Copper flashings in place of 
_ Toncan metal was used outside and the heaviest and best roofing 
shingles we could find were provided. On the outside walls we were 
able to have three coats of stueca, a U. 8. Gypsom product put on 
wire laths over the old clapboards, giving not only a very attractive 
exterior but providing a building which should be good for a great 
many years. 

Your Committee were able to grade directly in front of the 
entrance and to plant some evergreens, but it is hoped that the 
citizens will take sufficient pride in this unusual building to properly 
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grade and plant the entire grounds and make a real beauty spot of 
this corner.

31, 1926, made in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44 of 
the General Laws.

Str: In accordance with your instructions I have made an audit 
of the accounts of the Town of Sharon for the fiscal year ending 
December 31, 1926, and submit the following report thereon: 

The financial transactions of the town as recorded on the books 
of the several departments receiving or disbursing money for the 
town were examined, checked, and compared with the reports and 
records in the office of the Town Accountant. 

The books and accounts kept by the Town Accountant were 
examined and checked, the records of receipts being compared with 
the Treasurer’s books and with the records in the several departments 
collecting money for the town. The payments were checked in 
detail with the warrants authorizing disbursements and with the 
Treasurer’s books. 

The classification book was examined and checked with the 
accounts in the Accountant’s ledger; the Town Clerk’s records of 
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appropriations and transfers voted by the town were examined and 
checked with the accounts in the Accountant’s ledger; the cash book 
was footed; the ledger accounts were examined and analyzed; and 
a balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared 
showing the financial condition of the town on December 31, 1926. 

The books and accounts of the Treasurer and Collector were 
examined and checked in detail. The cash receipts as recorded on 
the Treasurer’s cash book were analyzed and checked with the 
records in the several departments making payments to the Treasurer, 
and with the Accountant’s books; and the payments were checked 
with the warrants authorizing iene 

The cash in the office was personally Baied on January 18, 1927, 
and the bank accounts were verified by statements received from the 
two banks of deposit as of that date. 

The payments on account of debt and interest were proved with 
the amounts falling due, and all cancelled bonds and interest coupons 
on file were examined and checked. 

The trust fund accounts recorded on the general ledger were 
examined, the income was verified, and the securities in the custody of 
the Treasurer were examined, listed and verified by a comparison 
with the ledger accounts. Schedules of the trust fund transactions 
are appended to this report. 

The Collector’s books and accounts were examined and checked 
in detail. The commitments of taxes and assessments were examined 
and compared with the warrants, and the recorded receipts were 
checked with the commitment books, being compared with the 
payments to the Treasurer and with the Accountant’s ledger. The 
abatements were checked with the Assessor’s records of abatements 
granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved to 
the Accountant’s ledger. 

A further verification of the outstanding accounts was made by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the 
books as owing money to the Town, the replies thereto indicating 
that the uncollected accounts as listed are correct. The cash in the 
Collector’s possession was verified by an actual count, and a recon- 
ciliation effected as shown by the tax tables appended to this report. 

The records of licenses issued by the Town Clerk for hunting 
and fishing and for dogs, and of those granted by the Board of 
Selectmen, were examined and checked in detail. The receipts were 
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checked to the payments to the State, County and Town Treasurers. 

The books and accounts of the water department were checked 
and compared with the books of the Treasurer and the Accountant. 
The commitments were proved, the cash book showing receipts of 
the Collector was footed, the payments to the Treasurer were verified, 
the abatements were checked, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and reconciled with the Accountant’s ledger. The cash in the 
Collector’s possession on January 17, 1927, was personally counted 
and reconciled with the cash book balance. 

In addition to the accounts and departments mentioned, receipts 
from the fire department, town hall rents, the health, highway, poor 
and school departments, library fines, as well as miscellaneous 
receipts from the State and County, were examined and checked. 

The surety bonds of the Treasurer and Collector of Taxes were 
examined and found to be in proper form. It was noted that the 
Collector, as Collector of water rates, is not bonded. The surety 
bond of the Town Clerk was also examined and found to be in proper 
form. 

For the courtesies received and the assistance rendered by the 
Town officials during the progress of the audit I wish to express my 
appreciation.

are the Accommodations? 
There are 137 pupils enrolled and eight teachers working in 
six classrooms with a study hall seating 102. 


. Why are So Many Teachers Needed? 


Because six classes are too large for any classroom. 


. Why are there So Many Periods and So Long a Day? 


Because not more than six classes can meet at the same 
time. 


. Is Each Classroom Filled to Capacity? 


In most periods there are more pupils in classrooms than 
the ventilation provides for. 


. Do Departments have Rooms Equipped with Material 


for Instruction in that Department? 
This is true of two rooms only; namely, the science room 
and the commercial room, and even these are shared at 


‘times with other teachers. 
. Where is the Home Desk of the Seventh and Eighth 


Teachers? 
Two teachers have desks in Room A, and one teacher uses 
the Principal’s desk in the study hall. 


. Does not this Arrangement Lessen Efficiency? 


Most certainly. There can be no quick access to tools and 
reference books either by the teacher or pupil. The teachers 
are handicapped much as a carpenter would be if his tools 
were kept in six different rooms of a house instead of being 
conveniently placed near his bench in the shop. 


. How Does this Lack of Room Affect the Pupils? 


Environment has a great deal to do with mental processes. 
The mere presence of books, maps, charts, globes, and 
instruments creates an atmosphere favorable to concentra- 
tion and study and a respect for learning not easily gained 
where these conditions are lacking. 


There Should Be More Than One Program 
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The High School is the People’s College 


. Is a Large Study Halli Like Ours an Efficient Arrange- 


ment? 

No. It is wasteful of space. It increases difficulty in 
maintaining order. Interruptions and distractions are 
numerous and inevitable. 

Is there not a Library in the High School? 

None worthy of the name. There are some reference books 
in the study hall and others in the closets of some class- 
rooms. They are not accessible except during change of 
classes and even then at loss of time. 

Are the Sanitary Conditions Adequate? 

Sanitary conveniences are inadequate. Lavatories are not 
easily accessible nor numerous enough to accommodate 
those who should use them at lunch time or immediately 
after physical training exercise. Wardrobe conveniences 
are meagre and unhygienic. 

What Courses of Study are Offered? 

First: A College Preparatory Course — adequate for 
preparation for any college. 

Second: A two-year Commercial Course, which prepares 
pupils for office positions. 

Are there Other Courses for Pupils Who do not look 
toward College? 

No. There is practically nothing offered after the first 
year, which is not prescribed for college entrance. 

Does this Curriculum Meet the Need of Most Pupils 


. in Sharon? 


Not well. The majority do not go to college. There should 
be more opportunity for the majority. 

Why are not Such Courses Provided? _ 

Because of lack of room and equipment. Traditional literary 
subjects require less equipment and are less expensive. 

Is there an Actual Call for Technical Courses? 

There is a call for something different but it is not named. 
The possibilities of something other than the traditional 
literary subjects are not sensed by the youth nor by many 
parents. Opportunity to learn the possibilities of life today 
should be provided. Book learning is not all of education.

What Can We Do About It Now? 

We might insist that only those who show scholarly apti- 
tudes and can meet exacting tests shall be carried in college 
preparatory classes. This would reduce the number of 
teachers needed in purely literary subjects. We could then 
offer instruction in technical branches, arts and sciences, 
which college boards do not accept but which is valuable 
training in making good citizens. Until a suitable building 
is provided, we could make use of the equipment in the 
Charles R. Wilber School for instruction in Household Arts 
and related subjects, such as Everyday Accounting, House- 
hold Science, Home Making, and Decorative Arts, for girls; 
and Practical Arts with Mechanical Drawing, Construction 
in Wood and Metal, Applied Arithmetic, vocations and the 
like, for boys. Change to such a program should be made 
slowly. 


. Why is not This Done? 


Perhaps because the educational value of such training in 
contrast with traditional literary courses is not sufficiently 
well recognized and appreciated in Sharon. 

What is the Prospect for Attendance in the High 
School for the Next Few Years? 

All classes now in the grades which will enter High School 
in 1928 and succeeding years number over sixty, which 
indicates a high school of over 200 in the near future. In 
tabular form the answer is this:

Economical? 

No, not for the results obtained. More teachers are 
employed for literary subjects than would be needed if 
there were more and larger rooms. 

How does the Standard of Scholarship Compare with 
That of Other Schools? 

Inferior to none. “Standards” and “Standing” of pupils 
should not be confused. In a town like ours we do not have 
a picked student body. Home-town environment and life- 
long associates prevent many students from attaining the 
standard. The per cent of successes in the small school is 
not much different from that in the large school, but the 
number is more conspicuous. 

How do the Salaries Paid in Our High School Compare 
with Salaries Elsewhere? 

In the state as a whole: — the average salary of all principals 
and full-time teachers is $2,008. In Sharon it is $1,560. 
In towns having a population of less than 5,000: — the 
average salary of all principals and full-time teachers is 
$1,599. In Sharon it is $1,560. Sharon ranks forty-ninth 
in this group in average salary for men ($2,166), and 
eighteenth in the average salary for women ($1,525).

The Statutes of the Commonwealth place the responsibility for the 
enforcement of attendance laws upon an Attendance Officer, 
appointed by the School Committee. 


Extracts from the Statutes 


Chap. 76, Sec. 1. ‘Every child between seven and fourteen, and every child 
under sixteen” (not holding an employment certificate) ‘shall attend a public 
day school . . . during the time the public schools are in session.” 


Chap. 76, Sec. 2. ‘Every person in control of a child (of school age) shall 
cause said child to attend school (as provided in section 1) and if he fails to do 
so for seven days within any period of six months, he shall on complaint of an 
Attendance Officer be punished by a fine of not more than twenty dollars. . . .” 


Chap. 76, Sec. 4. ‘‘Whoever induces or attempts to induce a minor to absent 
himself from school . . . or employs a minor while schools are in session. . . 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than forty dollars.” 


Chap. 149, Sec. 86. ‘‘No person shall employ a child between fourteen and 
sixteen . .. unless the person employing him procures and keeps on file the 
employment certificate issued to such child.” 


Applications for Employment Certificates must be made in person 
by the minor, either to the Superintendent of Schools or to the 
Attendance Officer. Certificates can not be sent by mail or messenger.

There are at present forty-five candidates for the High School in 
September, 1927. The Senior Class numbers twenty-five. The 
seating capacity of the High School is 102. The enrolment for this 
year is 187. These facts give promise of an increase of at least 
fifteen pupils for September, 1927, which enrolment is fifty more 
than the number of seats available. In September, 1928, and suc- 
ceeding years, there is a possibility of entering classes numbering 
sixty each year. Is it not wisdom to provide additional High School 
accommodation before the crisis comes?

At the time of writing this report, there are seventy pupils to enter 
grade eight in September, 1927. The present seating provided for 
these seventy children is forty-two seats.

The Library contains 7,990 
bound volumes, and the circulation for the year 1926 was 19,064. 

The Primary School has not needed the auditorium of the Library 
during the latter part of the year and so the auditorium is now 
available for lectures and various meetings.

READING Lists 


Teachers have been interested in taking up the State reading lists 
during 1926 more than ever before. If a child reads and reports on 
five books from these lists, he or she is given a certificate. The 
Librarian has issued about 100 certificates during 1926. 

The Cartouche over the front door had disintegrated rather badly 
but has been carefully repaired during the latter part of the year 
and now looks as well as when the Library was first completed. 

A professional book mender from the Library Commission spent 
several days during the summer mending a number of books and 
teaching how to do same. Since then Miss White and Miss Moore 
have assisted from time to time in this work and the books can now 
be kept in better condition than ever before. 

Besides the books transferred from the Rental Collection, twelve 
volumes were purchased and given directly to the Library from this 
source. 

The Trustees regret the resignation of Mr. Frederick Richardson 
from the Board during the year. 


ApuLT EDUCATION 


Although the Library has for years sought to co-operate in every 
way possible with the Schools in regard to the loan of books, reading 
lists, etc., yet the greater part of the work is probably for adults.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 


To the Board of Selectmen, Sharon, Mass.: 

I herewith submit to you the following report of my work as 
Inspector of Animals for the past year. 

Early in the year of 1926 a dog was reported as being suspected 
of having hydrophobia. This dog was examined and kept under 
observation for a time and found not to have this disease. Six other 
dogs during the year were reported to me with similar suspicions 
and in each case after observation for a sufficient length of time were 
found not to be afflicted with rabies. 

The usual order was received from the State Division of Animal 
Industry to make the annual inspection of all neat cattle, sheep 
and swine within the Town, and buildings and premises wherein 
same were housed, and to return a written report of each place. 

Forty-six stables were inspected, containing 313 cattle, 67 swine 
and 3 sheep, and in nearly all instances the animals and housing 
conditions were found to be in a satisfactory condition. 

There has been some hog cholera in the Town and two herds 
have been immunized by the State Department agents.

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WATER COMMISSIONER’S REPORT 
FOR 1926 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


The consumption of water has reached the point where it is urged 
upon all water takers to eliminate all possible waste. Every drop 
of water used by the water takers of Sharon has to be pumped. 

Owing to the limited capacity of the standpipe this requires almost 
continuous pumping, and a cessation of pumping for about three 
hours brings the standpipe down to the danger point. 

During the early part of June consumption had reached the point 
where it was necessary to fall back on the old station. 

The pump in Station No. 2 was run continuously and the pump 
in Station No. 1 part of the day and at night. It was intended to 
place restrictions on the use of hose, but rain coming at this time this 
was deferred and the crisis was passed, although it was late in Sep- 
tember before one pump would furnish the supply. We ask your 
co-operation to conserve the supply as much as possible, as with 
the fast growing needs of the Town a new storage tank or reservoir 
will be necessary. The consumption of water this year is the greatest 
ever recorded, the increase being over 40,000 gallons daily. Some 
of the smaller pipes that have been in service forty years or more will 
have to be gradually replaced. This year about twelve hundred feet 
of six-inch cement pipe was replaced with cast iron and it is hoped 
the coming year to replace as much more. 

We would advise all water takers to try their cellar stops in the 
early fall and have any defect requiring the water to be shut off 
from the street remedied. With the ground frozen it is a somewhat 
difficult matter, and if the stop is broken in shutting it off, then 
trouble begins which a little foresight would have prevented. 

All users of hose are requested to keep within the limit of two 
hours per day and observe the fact that the use of hose between 
the hours of 9.00 p.m. and 5.00 a.m. is strictly prohibited. With the 
consumption during the day at the maximum capacity of the pump, 
this is the only time any water can be stored in the standpipe. 


The extensions made this year have been as follows: 
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Brook Road, 185 feet of six-inch pipe. 

Cedar Street, 211 feet of six-inch pipe. 

Harding Street, 824 feet of six-inch pipe. 

Highland Street, 98 feet of six-incp pipe. 

Valley Road, 96 feet of four-inch hipe. 

Massapoag Street, 1,200 feet replacing six-inch cement pipe.

SHARON WATER WORKS 


Regulations and Water Rates 


The following regulations shall be considered a part of the con- 
tract with every person who uses water: 

1. All applications for the use of water must be made at the office 
of the Water Commissioners on the form prescribed, stating truly 
and fully the various uses to which the water is to be applied, and 
signed by the owner or agent of the property. 

2. Connections and service pipes. The Commissioners will make 
all connections with the mains and extend the service pipes to the 
street line, furnishing the pipe and stopcocks (which pipes and stop- 
cocks shall remain the property of the Town and under its sole con- 
trol). All service pipes and fixtures inside the street line shall be 
put in by the consumer or at his cost. 

3. The Water Commissioners reserve the right to refuse to con- 
nect with plumbing which has not been examined and approved by 
the Superintendent or Agent, and service pipe laid by takers upon 
their premises must not be covered until inspected by the Agent 
of the Water Board, and quality of pipe must be determined by the 
Commissioners. 

4. No alterations in any water pipe or water fixtures, whereby 
the consumption of water is increased, shall be made without giving 
notice and obtaining a permit from the Water Commissioners. 

No plumber or other person shall make alterations in or addition 
to any water pipe or fixtures aforesaid, unless the owner or agent 
shows a permit therefor, signed by the Water Commissioners, and 
then only to the extent stated therein. 

5. All persons taking water must provide a stop and waste cock, 
properly located inside the building, and have their pipes so arranged 
that the water can be drawn from them in case of danger from frost. 

They must keep their own water pipes and all fixtures connected 
therewith in good repair and protected from frost. 

The strength of all pipes used, their protection against freezing, 
the kind of faucets and other fixtures, the general arrangement of the 
work in reference to security and safety, and the keeping of all pipes 
and fixtures in proper repair, shall be in accordance with any direc- — 
tions, either special or general, given by the Water Commissioners. 
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All owners or users of pressure boilers connected direct to the 
mains of the Sharon Water Works must have the same equipped 
with a suitable check valve to prevent syphoning, and a relief valve 
to prevent overpressure, of a pattern approved by the Water Com- 
missioners. 

6. No plumber or any other person except the Superintendent 
of Water Works shall tap any water main or connect any service 
pipe therewith, nor shall any plumber or other person turn on or 
shut off the water from any pipe or hydrant where the stopcock is 
not located on his own premises. 

7. No water taker shall be allowed to supply water to any other 
person or families, nor shall any person take or carry water from 
any hydrant, watering trough or public fountain without the consent 
of the Water Commissioners, nor after such consent has been with- 
drawn. 

8. There shall be no unnecessary waste of water, either to pre- 
vent freezing or any other cause. All water closets must be self- 
closing. 

The use of hose must be confined to the purposes named in the 
application and to the premises of the taker and the street imme- 
diately bordering such premises. It must not be used for filling 
tanks or reservoirs, or any other domestic purposes whatever. 

9. The Water Commissioners, their department officers and as- 
sistants, may enter the premises of any water taker supplied with 
water between the hours of 8 o’clock a.m. and 6 o’clock Pp. mM, to 
examine the pipes and fixtures, the quantity of water used and the 
manner of its use. 


10. Parties using meters must measure all the water supplied 
to the premises on which they are set. 


11. When water shall be supplied to more than one party through 
a single tap, the bill for the whole supply furnished through such 
tap will be made to the owner of the estate, or some tenant who 
shall agree to become responsible. 


12. Water rates must be paid at the office of the Water Board. 
Those for regular water rates, in advance, annually, on the first 
day of July. Bills for fractional parts of a term, on the first day of 
the month succeeding the letting on of water. Bills for measured 
and estimated water, quarterly, and all other bills for water, labor 
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and materials, on the first day of month preceding their contraction. 

If bills remain unpaid for one month after they become due the 
water will be shut off, and on all bills paid after the water has been 
shut off the sum of one dollar in addition to the bill must be paid 
before water will be let on again. 

13. No person shall be entitled to damages nor to have any por- 
tion of a payment refunded for any stoppage for purposes of addi- 
tions or repairs, nor for non-use occasioned by absence, nor for 
stoppage for any purpose whatever which in the opinion of the 
Water Commissioners may be deemed necessary. 

14. No fireman or other person, except for the legitimate purpose 
of extinguishing fires, shall open any fire hydrant or stopcock con- 
nected with the fire service without the consent of the Water Com- 
missioners. 

Persons or corporations neglecting or refusing to comply with said 
Rules and Regulations are liable to have their supply of water cut 
off. 

15. On all premises continuously unoccupied for more than six 
months during the year from July to July, and where the unoccu- 
pancy is reported to the Superintendent, so that he can shut off the 
supply from the street, a rebate will be made of one-half of the rate 
above first faucet and hose charges, less a charge of $1.00 each for 
shutting off and turning on the water.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT FOR 1926 


To the Water Commissioners of the Town of Sharon: 


Gentlemen: Herewith is submitted the Thirty-first Annual Report 
of the Superintendent of this department for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1926. 

In May work was begun on driving more wells. Fifteen wells were 
driven, but four were found not to yield a sufficient quantity of water 
to pay for connecting. The other eleven, driven to a depth of from 
twenty-two to thirty-nine feet, were found to yield a fair amount 
of water. They were pumped for some time with a hand pump, 
samples of the water were taken and sent to the State Department 
of Health for analysis, and approved by them. In November work 
was started laying an additional suction main to connect with the 
wells. Five wells were connected and then, owing to the high water 
in the meadow and the cold weather coming on, work on the remainder 
was deferred until spring. 

The wells that have been connected show that the yield is likely 
to increase the supply considerably. 

Owing to the increased consumption of water during the summer 
months it became necessary to operate the pump in Station No. 1 
for a period of several weeks. This increased the cost of maintenance 
for coal alone of over $600. 

The boiler was retubed, which was fortunate, as for several weeks 
neither pump was of sufficient capacity to supply the needs of the 
Town. 

There has been considerable repair work done this year. All 
hydrants have been inspected and repairs made where necessary. 
They have also been standardized to conform to the National Stand- 
ard Thread. One hydrant was broken off by a truck backing into 
it. This was repaired and the bill sent to the owner of the truck. 
Station No. 2 has been painted inside, the machinery cleaned and 
also painted. The triplex pump has been overhauled, two cylinders 
have been relined, the bearings have been scraped. It was found 
that the suction and discharge pipes from the condenser in Station 
No.1 were so badly fitted after thirty years’ usage that they had to be 
replaced. 

The pumps in this station had the valve seats faced up, new valves 
and springs put in where needed. The air pump was also provided 
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with new valves and springs, and the piston packing renewed. We 
had but two leaky joints in the mains this year. A lead connection 
to one of the wells was broken off by the well pulling up. This caused 
some muddy water for a day or two, but after flushing the mains this 
disappeared and we had no further trouble from this source. 

At the present time with a total of 813 taps there are: 


11 buildings burned and not rebuilt. 
7 buildings torn down. 
4 buildings moved. 
4 abandoned. 
11 miscellaneous. 
110 temporarily shut off. 
Leaving 666 in use January 1, 1927.

Pursuant to the provisions of the foregoing Warrant, the Inhabit- 
ants of the Town of Sharon, qualified to vote in elections and Town 
affairs, met in the Town House at eight o’clock p.m., Monday, 
November 28, 1927. The meeting was called to order by Moderator 
George A. Dennett. The Town Clerk read the Warrant and 
Return thereon and the voters took action on the several articles as 
follows: 


Article 1. Voted (unanimously): That the Town rescind that part 
of a vote passed under Article 9 of the Warrant for Town meeting, 
held’ December 28, 1925, which reads as follows: ‘That the Town 
erect a new High School Building with auditorium and gymnasium, on 
the lot adjoining the Charles R. Wilber School on South Main Street, 
said building to be approximately in accordance with plans presented 
to this meeting by Messrs. Ritchie, Parsons and Taylor, Architects,”’ 
which vote was passed by 167 votes in the affirmative and 93 votes in 
the negative. 


Article 2. Voted (unanimously): That the Town erect a High 
School Building on the lot adjoining the Charles R. Wilber School on 
South Main Street. 


Article 3. Voted: That the Town elect a Building Committee of 
five members to bring in to a future Town meeting, plans and specifi- 
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cations for the school building voted under Article 2 of this meeting, 
said Committee to consist of the Chairman of the School Committee 
and four others whose names shall be submitted to this meeting by a 
nominating committee of five appointed by the Moderator. The 
Moderator appointed the following: John W. McGrath, Herbert S. 
Pike, Mrs. John B. Mitchell, John R. Gillespie and Ralph L. Pollard. 
This Nominating Committee retired for conference. 


Mr. Buckley offered a motion “That bids be received from Archi- 
tects that have built schools and are reliable, for plans and specifica- 
tions for new High School.”’ Vote taken and motion declared lost. 


Article 4. Voted: That the Town Accountant be authorized and 
instructed to transfer the sum of $500 from the Excess and Deficiency 
Account to the School Building Committee Account. 


At this point Selectmen Roger Dennett, by permission of the 
meeting, spoke on the matter of snow removal the coming winter 
and requested that the voters give an expression of sentiment as to 
whether the Selectmen should equip the Fordson tractor for snow 
removal at a cost of $1,551. On motion duly made and seconded 
it was 


Voted: That it is the expression of this meeting that the Board 
of Selectmen purchase a tractor snow plow before January 1. 

At this point the Nominating Committee appointed under Article 3 
submitted the following names as a Building Committee: Chairman, 
Francis E. Walter; Members, Ralph L. Whitcomb, Faith Goddard, 
George D. Pettee, James E. Taylor. 

Voted: That the report of the Nominating Committee be accepted 
and adopted, and the above named Committee was declared elected.

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REPORT OF GYPSY MOTH DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: In submitting my annual report for the year 1927 
will say that the Gypsy Moth gained great headway in the southern 
section of the Town. Although in the fall the trees of the whole 
Town were gone over with creosote, Mansfield and East Foxboro 
Streets and part of Moose Hill suffered as in the first days of the 
Gypsy Moth. The trees of both these sections of the Town were 
sprayed with arsenic of lead several times, but the moths had gained 
such headway it seemed to do but little good. As soon as the egg 
clusters had formed in the later part of the summer the trees were 
gone over again with creosote, whereby I hope the moths have 
been checked and we shall not see the woods as if been swept by fire. 
Through the center of the Town not nearly so many were found, 
practically none.

Sir: As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the Town of Sharon for the fiscal year ending 
December 31, 1927, and submit the following report thereon: 

The accountant’s records were examined and checked. The 
ledger accounts were analyzed, a trial balance was taken off, and a 
balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared, showing 
the financial condition of the Town on December 31, 1927. 

The books and accounts of the treasurer and tax collector were 
examined and checked, the cash on hand was verified by actual count, 
and the bank balances were reconciled. Due to the temporary 
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disability of the treasurer and tax collector, considerable detailed 
checking was necessary in order to prove the accounts and to es- 
tablish the balances as of December 31, 1927... 

The receipts of the treasurer were analyzed and checked with the 
accountant’s books and with the sources from which money is being 
paid into the Town treasury, and the payments were checked with 
the warrants authorizing the treasurer to disburse Town funds. 

The accounts of the tax collector were examined and checked. 
The commitments of taxes were examined and verified, the recorded 
receipts being checked with the commitment book and with the 
payments to the treasurer. The tax abatements were checked with 
the assessors’ records of abatements granted, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and proved with the accountant’s ledger. Veri- 
fication notices were mailed to a number of persons whose names 
appeared on the books as owing money to the Town, the replies 
received thereto indicating that the accounts as listed were correct. 

The commitments of water accounts receivable were examined, 
checked and proved. The recorded collections were checked to the 
commitment sheets, the cash book was footed, the abatements were 
checked with the reports of abatements granted by the water com- 
missioners, the payments to the treasurer were verified, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with the accountant’s 
ledger. 

The appropriations and transfers voted by the Town were checked 
to the Town clerk’s records and the accountant’s ledger. It was 
noted that it has been the custom to make an annual appropriation 
for a contingent account, from which account transfers are made by 
the selectmen from time to time to various appropriations. Since 
the Town also provides annually for a reserve fund in accordance 
with Section 6, Chapter 40, General Laws, it is recommended that 
no appropriation for a contingent account be made and that the 
appropriation for the reserve fund be made sufficient to provide for 
any unforeseen expenses, said appropriation to be under the control 
of the warrant committee, as is provided in the statute previously 
mentioned. 

The surety bonds furnished by the officials for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 
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The securities and savings bank books representing the investments 
of the trust funds in the custody of the treasurer were examined and 
found to be correct. 

In addition to the accounts and departments mentioned, the ac- 
counts of all other departments collecting money for the Town were 
examined and verified. 

Appended to this report are tables showing a reconciliation of the 
treasurer’s cash and summaries of the tax and water accounts. 

For the co-operation received from the several department officials 
I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, to express ap- 
preciation.

to the old Gillespie house. This arrangement, while far from ideal, 
has worked very satisfactorily and can continue until such time as 
our new High School building is ready for occupancy. 


GRADE SCHOOLS 


All three grade buildings are in good repair and satisfactorily 
meeting our requirements. Our biggest problem during the year 
has been the High Street building. During the summer we found 
it necessary after a careful inspection to replace practically all of the 
wire lath and plaster in the basement in the vicinity of the heating 
plant. The timber was found to be in a weakened condition, caused 
by a fire several years ago, with the result that several new pieces of 
carrying timbers had to be put in and supported by iron columns. 
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The building is now in sound condition and it is our intention to 
redecorate the interior during the next summer vacation. 


Trust FuNDS 


Your Committee has adopted what we believe to be a sound 
economic basis for the use of the income from the School Trust Funds. 
Our plan is to use this income for capital expenditures only; that is, 
for new equipment or real improvements to our buildings. During 
1927 the income was applied for furnishing one of the four rooms in 
the High Street building with very much needed, new, modern, 
movable desks. We plan to centinue this program until the other 
three rooms are similarly equipped. 


GROUNDS: SCHOOL STREET 


During the summer vacation the grounds surrounding the School 
Street building were graded. This resulted in a real important 
improvement in the general appearance of this property. There 
remains to be done during the Summer of 1928 a small amount of 
additional grading on the School Street side, and it is, further, our 
intention to place a new fence on the Pleasant Street end of the 
property as well as to furnish sand boxes for the first and second 
grade children attending this building. 


New Hicu ScHoou 


Your Committee has for the past year devoted a great deal of 
thought to the real need of proper housing, and of furnishing proper 
educational opportunities for our sons and daughters. The outcome 
of this careful survey and study should result soon in a program which 
will provide for our educational requirements for a long time, not 
only from the academic but from the recreational and physical 
development standpoints as well and provide a building and grounds 
of which every citizen and pupil of the Town will be proud. 


EDUCATIONAL STANDARDS 
We are pleased to report that in our opinion the standard of 
scholarship throughout the system has been steadily raised. It is a 
new experience, but a good one, to occasionally have a complaint 
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from a parent that our standards are too high. As stated in the 
General Conditions above, we have placed the responsibility of 
higher standards with the Superintendent and he is successfully 
meeting this situation. 

With co-operation and loyal support in forward planning it is our 
opinion that with the present ideals of your Committee, Superin- 
tendent, Principals, and Teachers, we are rapidly approaching a 
time when we can all be proud of the position we are bound to hold 
educationally. 

For further details upon the educational progress for 1927 we are 
pleased to present our Superintendent’s report.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee of Sharon: 


In conformity with the statutory requirements of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts I present a report of the public schools of 
Sharon for the calendar year 1927. You will observe, however, that 
the statistical portion of the report refers in part to the school year 
September, 1926, to June, 1927. To further simplify comparisons, 
especially comparisons of. attendance, the figures tabulated are 
taken, as hitherto, from the records for December, a time when the 
school membership is most nearly normal. 


SESSIONS AND STORM SIGNALS 


During the school year ending June 23, 1927, the Grade Schools 
were in session 174 days and the High School 180 days. There were 
no serious interruptions because of epidemics or inclement weather. 
It has been and will be our purpose to have school sessions except in 
very severe weather. We believe we are not justified in closing the 
schools when it can be avoided. Expenses goon. Business goes on. 
With the possible exception of the little folks, for whom I would make 
exception if transportation did not forbid, the majority of pupils 
can safely attend and greatly profit by the stormy day session. 

The signals for closed schools are given by the fire alarm, three 
blasts, repeated once, at 7.45 a.M., or at 11.45 a.m. for closing for 
the afternoon. 

Parents may expect that schools will be opened as usual whenever 
weather conditions permit, but they are advised to use their own 
judgment as to the advisability of sending their yowng children in 
bad weather. 

The gross expenditures for schools during 1927 is $61,807.76. 
Deducting from this sum the amounts returned to the treasury from 
reimbursements on teachers’ salaries, income on trust funds, and 
collections made for tuition, property damage, dental clinic, and the 
like, $5,691.46, the net expenditure from local taxation for the year 
1927 is $56,116.30. (See financial statement.) 

Among towns having a population of less than 5,000 in the year 
1926, Sharon stood twenty-ninth in respect to valuation per pupil ‘in 
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school, and eighty-seventh in the proportion of total tax used for 
support of schools. 


THe Hicu ScHOOL 


There have been but few changes in the organization of administra- 
tion of the High School this past year. Our efforts have been directed 
to the raising of standards of scholarship and developing higher 
ideals of work and conduct. The same faculty with the exception 
of one teacher has served. 

In the fall, after considerable discussion with and by the student 
body, we shifted the school hours to those of a one-session day. 
Some temporary relief in classroom accommodations was obtained 
in October by transferring the commercial classes to the Gillespie 
House. 

Manual Training and Household Arts courses were offered to the 
freshmen this year and these classes use the rooms and equipment 
provided at the Charles R. Wilber School. 

Our drive for a higher achievement in scholarship and the formation 
of desirable habits of mental work while in the confines of the building 
has been on during the fall and is yielding some gratifying results. 
The following facts give us hope even though they do not completely 
satisfy us: 1. Although the meaning of a grade mark has been 
quite definitely raised so that it has a positive increase in significance, 
the number of pupils who are securing creditable marks is increasing. 
2. An increasing number of pupils show an earnest desire to really 
know and to do. 3. An increasing number come to the school and 
begin study promptly, display interest and zeal, and voluntarily 
exceed the minimum requirements laid down for them. 4. Tardiness 
is very nearly eliminated. 5. Discipline is reduced to a negligible 
quantity. 


THE ELEMENTARY GRADES 


Course of Study—Marks 
Curriculum making is wide-spread. To print more than a mere 
outline at the present time while a nation-wide effort is being made 
through the National Educational Association to formulate the 
best practices in content and method would be presumption. Certain 
trends and basic ends have been established. We are closely in 
harmony with these so far as we have the facilities and the demand 
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for them and are constantly revising and amending the instructions 
given to our teachers so that we may follow closely those principles 
which seem sound and avoid that which is mere fad. Whether we 
eventually adopt the 6-3-3 or the 6-6 plan of organization, we have 
the same problem in the primary unit of six grades. These grades 
deal chiefly with mastery of the fundamental processes and the 
fixing of good habits of reading and computing. Standardized tests 
are being used as a basis for comparison with the achievements of 
other groups. A test in common fractions was given to grade six 
recently. It showed that our children are up to the normal. This, 
however, is too low to be entirely satisfactory. We are endeavoring 
to come nearer to 100% accuracy in these fundamental operations. 
A set of tests, made up of a general intelligence test, an arithmetic 
achievement test, and a reading achievement test, was given during 
the spring to all pupils in grades four to eight inclusive. The scores 
obtained from these tests confirm the ratings of the several teachers 
as fairly just and show that the average of our classes is normal or 
better than normal and that the achievements of children who are 
more or less slow in mental development are creditable both to them 
and to their teachers. 

It is unfortunate that we so often think of a pupil’s performance 
with reference to the performance of the quickest child in the class 
instead of considering whether the pupil is doing the best he or she 
can do. If our success in life were to be rated as pupils’ successes 
are rated, the man who has not succeeded financially say in twelve 
years after his maturity would be pronounced a failure. The possi- 
bility of success a bit later than his contemporaries would not be 
considered. Experience has shown repeatedly that it is not the 
quickest, most precocious child who finally makes the best scholar 
or gives the biggest contribution to the world’s needs. The fact is, 
children do not start on a par at five years of age, do not develop 
physically or mentally at equal rates, and will not in the end attain 
to equal grades of scholarship. Why then should we in the schools 
for twelve years persist in labeling their progress with a definite 
percentage mark, with an ideal pupil growing up in an ideal way and 
achieving an ideal ability, as a base for our numerical computation? 

We have tried this year to rate pupils without reference to their 
mates and solely on their own efforts and achievements. It is unfair, 
therefore, to compare John’s marks with Mary’s marks and use these 
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marks as a sign of progress. A fairer comparison would be to 
compare John’s marks today with John’s marks two months ago and 
to ask, ‘‘Is he doing his best? Is he developing?” We are trying to 
do this in our rating and I feel sure that some parents are disturbed 
because of apparent lowering of marks on the cards which are sent 
home. I have tried to show to those who have inquired, just what 
we mean by the marks, and that a lower mark than formerly given 
does not necessarily indicate inferior performance on the part of 
the pupil. We have also adopted the so-called accumulative mark, 
by which we mean that the last report rendered represents the 
teacher’s estimate of the pupil’s work from the beginning of the year 
to the date of the report. This mark should not be averaged with 
previous marks. In each case the final mark rendered is the teacher’s 
judgment based upon daily work and examinations at that date. 


Music AND ART 


Miss Elinore Welch made a good start with an Art program last 
year. She did the same thing in the city of Arlington, where the 
committee immediately bid for her services on full time. We were 
disappointed when she resigned but could not expect her to remain 
with us unless we also were able to offer a full time position. 

We have not employed a supervisor of art instruction since 
September, believing that the constant changing of directors in this 
subject is more objectionable than profitable. There is work enough 
for a full time instructor, there is a demand for it in the High School, 
and instruction in art, as presented today, is a very practical thing. 

Our program in Music is also lagging for lack of time and attention. 
Music is no longer regarded as a fad. It is a necessity to the full 
life. Who would banish song from Sharon? Music has cultural 
and intellectual values. Our program should include instrumental 
as well as vocal training, hearing, enjoying, appreciating, as well as 
or even more than producing. Here again we must await a suitable 
assembly hall where we may have musical ensemble both vocal and 
instrumental, This year Miss Wheelock, our supervisor, coming to 
us only one day per week, has worked chiefly with the grades to 
secure a sound basis for later work. The system she uses is that 
taught at the Institute of Music Pedagogy at Northampton, Massa- 
chusetts, a syllabus of which has been furnished to each teacher. 
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An operetta is being prepared under her direction at the High School, 
to be given during the winter. 


THE PRIMARY SCHOOL 


Under the stress of public criticism and professional experiment 
the administration of schools is settling upon at least two well- 
defined units, one of which is the primary school of six grades. We 
do not recognize this unit as a physically separate unit because our 
housing facilities do not permit it. But in curriculum we do rec- 
ognize it. Since last September the first four grades have been 
under the immediate supervision of Miss Edna Clegg. This arrange- 
ment relieves the room teachers of very many interruptions, provides 
a closer and better supervision of many details of class work than is 
possible from this office as we are now organized. Miss Clegg 
devotes one-half of each day to teaching in the grade which is divided. 
I feel confident that this arrangement is productive of good and that 
the results will be more and more evident in scholarship as the weeks 
pass on. 


Our HEALTH PROGRAM 


Plans projected a year ago for enlarging our health program have 
been carried out during the fall term. In the Spring we undertook 
to demonstrate, so far as seemed feasible without complete equipment 
and special teachers, a program of sports and health projects. Groups 
of pupils were formed in each grade with pupil leadership and trained 
in physical exercises, tactics, and track contests. In May a public 
exhibition was given with competitive events and exhibitions of the 
activities taught in each grade. Members of the Legion contributed 
to the success of this program by serving as judges. The children 
gained inspiration for co-operative activities and learned better 
how to lead and be led in group activities. Lack of a gymnasium 
floor prevents us from continuing this phase of instruction throughout 
the year. 

In September Dr. Griffin began a more thorough examination of 
children to discover incipient tendencies toward disease and deformity. 
Our nurse, Mrs. O’Donnell, returned from a summer at Hyannis 
eager to perfect her work. A detailed record of each child’s physical 
condition is being made and filed for follow-up work. Progress is 
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being made with the most needy cases. Inspection and preventive 
work is being pushed throughout all the grades. 

The Nursing Service Committee, appointed by the Board of Health 
to supervise the nursing service and to co-ordinate with the school 
work in this department with the town work, has been most helpful 
and is much appreciated. 

A Dental Clinic was opened in September under the direction of 
Dr. Tate, who has taken a great personal interest in this part of the 
health program and has contributed to its success. Our plan is to 
begin work with the lower grades, making an examination and sending 
a report home of the conditions found. So far we have done no 
reparative work. Cleaning has been done for those whose parents 
have requested it. The nurse follows up cases which need immediate 
care, urging that the work be done. Since bad teeth quickly affect 
health and mental ability, we feel that we have a very strong educa- 
tional influence in this department. 

A detailed statement of the number of pupils treated may be found 
in the report of the School Nurse which follows. 

Some equipment for the clinic has been ordered. Very soon we 
shall have a neat and practical clinic room established in the Charles 
R. Wilber School. Parents are invited to inspect the clinic when in 
operation and to bring their children of pre-school age for advice. 
We believe prevention is better than cure.

CHANGE OF TEACHERS 


A large annual turnover in teachers is common and harmful both 
to the schools and to the teachers. Small towns are great sufferers 
because they pay the smaller salaries. Sharon’s turnover in 1927 
was 22%, or six in a total of twenty-seven. Salaries seem to be a 
factor in only three of these cases, which is to the credit of Sharon. 
However, salaries are only average as teachers’ salaries go and are 
not large enough to retain the best teachers. Towns have devised 
many schemes for rating the efficiency of teachers and providing 
increments of salary for demonstrated ability and professional im- 
provement. ‘These schemes are fallible and ofttimes are a source 
of irritation.. It is quite generally the practice to provide a special 
increment in order to retain the services of certain teachers who have 
shown special ability and a personal effort to grow professionally. 
Our maximum of $1,400 in the grades should be raised in some cases 
We should take into consideration: 


1. Initiative and success in achievement. 

2. Personal ambition as shown by the use of leisure time and 
vacations. 

3. Contribution made by suggestion, or co-operation in the 
administration of the schools. 

4. Personal character and moral influence in the community. 

5. Scholarship and participation in educational activities. 


Several under these criteria might well receive recognition. There 
are citizens who have repeatedly expressed to me the opinion that we 
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should provide a larger salary budget and search out and try to 
retain experienced and successful teachers. I therefore suggest 
that this be given careful consideration in preparing the budget for 
1928, to the end that when we have provided the material equip- 
ment needed, we may have built up a staff of teachers of high merit. 


APPRECIATION 


We are indebted to Rev. J. B. Lyman, and hereby acknowledge 
with thanks his interest and assistance in maintaining the play- 
ground apparatus at the High Street School. 

Mr. J. J. Rafter has again supplied, free of charge, the candy 
needed for the Christmas party given by the teachers of the grades to 
their children.

I wish to record my appreciation of the helpful criticisms parents 
and citizens have made and the forbearance they have shown toward 
the administration of the schools during the past year. In view of the 
many difficulties in the way of progress, it is not surprising to me that 
some measures have seemed, to some folks, unnecessary or harsh. 
I am very conscious of many defects in the schools, possibly more so 
than anyone else. On the other hand, an outsider can often see how 
to overcome a defect in a way we have not thought of. We are glad 
to have helpful suggestions and will use them whenever we can. 

Seldom has there been in school boards a greater harmony of effort 
and purpose than has existed in our official meetings during the year. 
The ‘‘We’”’ spirit has been in evidence in administration as well as 
among the teachers, to all of whom with a generous measure for 
yourselves, I give large credit for every worth-while achievement.

Bathing Beach

To the Board of Selectmen: 


I herewith submit to you the following report of my work as 
Inspector of Animals for the past year. 

The First of January, 1927, orders were received from the State 
Department of Animals Industry to make a complete inspection of 
all neat cattle, sheep and swine and the, buildings and premises 
wherein same were housed and to return a written report of each 
place. 

Forty-nine stables were inspected containing three hundred Fal 
thirty two (332) cattle and eighty-three swine. 

The animals and premises were found to be in satisfactory condition. 

The several herds of cattle under State and Federal test are now 
nearly free from tuberculosis. 

Inspection of premises where these is made after each test. 

There have been two cases of rabies in the Town, and one other 
dog was quarantined as being suspicious of rabies but later released 
from quarantine. 

Owing to the prevalence of rabies a restraining order was issued 
affecting all dogs in the Town for a period of ninety days.

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WATER COMMISSIONER’S REPORT 
FOR 1927 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


One of the larger jobs of this year was the connecting of the re- 
maining six driven wells put down last year. This job was done 
under considerable difficulty as it required an excavation in some 
places nine feet deep to reach a hard bottom, and today the pipe 
is under about six feet of water; this considerably increased the cost 
of construction above the estimate, but gave quitean increase in the 
amount of water, reduced the vacuum from sixteen inches to seven, 
and lightened the load on the pumps. 

An extension was made in Woodland Street from Summer Street to 
Cottage, replacing in part some one and one-half inch pipe, and 
making direct connection with an eight-inch main on Pond Street. 

The wrought iron pipe was found to be pretty well filled with rust. 
About 300 feet of six-inch was laid in Maple Avenue, replacing two- 
inch galvanized iron pipe. 

On May 6, 1927, Commissioner Jens J. Jorgensen passed away 
after a short illness. At a meeting of the Selectmen and Water 
Commissioners, Mr. Ralph L. Pollard was chosen to fill the vacancy. 

We would advise all water takers to try their cellar stops in the 
early fall and remedy any defect requiring the water to be shut off 
at the curb. This request has been generally complied with and 
last winter very few cases arose where the water had to be shut off 
at the curb after the ground was frozen. 

All users of hose are requested to keep within the limits of two 
hours per day and observe the fact that the use of hose between the 
hours of 9.00 P.M. and 5.00 A.M. is strictly prohibited. With 
the consumption during the day at the maximum capacity of the 
pump this is the only time that any water can be stored in the stand- 
pipe. 

The following extensions have been made this year: 


Canton Street, 959 feet of one-and-one-quarter-inch pipe. 
Cedar Street, 524 feet of six-inch pipe. 

Cedar Park Road, 271 feet of two-inch pipe. 

Harold Street, 266 feet of six-inch pipe. 
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High Street, 146 feet of six-inch pipe. 

Saw Mill, 188 feet of two-inch pipe. 

Main South Street, 191 feet of six-inch pipe. 
Maple Avenue, 270 feet of six-inch pipe. 
Massapoag Street, 1,022 feet of six-inch pipe. 
Woodland Street, 319 feet of six-inch pipe.

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SHARON WATER WORKS 
Regulations and Water Rates 


The following regulations shall be considered a part of the con- 
tract with every person who uses water: 

1. All applications for the use of water must be made at the office 
of the Water Commissioners on the form prescribed, stating. truly 
and fully the various uses to which the water is to be applied, and 
signed by the owner or agent of the property. 

2. Connections and service pipes. The Commissioners will make 
all connections with the mains and extend the service pipes to the 
street line, furnishing the pipe and stopcocks (which pipes and stop- 
cocks shall remain the property of the Town and under its sole con- 
trol). All service pipes and fixtures inside the street line shall be 
put in by the consumer or at his cost. 

3. The Water Commissioners reserve the right to refuse to con- 
nect with plumbing which has not been examined and approved by 
the Superintendent or Agent, and service pipe laid by takers upon 
their premises must not be covered until inspected by the Agent 
of the Water Board, and quality of pipe must be determined by the 
Commissioners. 

4. No alterations in any water pipe or water fixtures, whereby 
the consumption of water is increased, shall be made without giving 
notice and obtaining a permit from the Water Commissioners. 

No plumber or other person shall make alterations in or addition 
to any water pipe or fixtures aforesaid, unless the owner or agent 
shows a permit therefor, signed by the Water Commissioners, and 
then only to the extent stated therein. 

5. All persons taking water must provide a stop and waste cock, 
properly located inside the building, and have their pipes so arranged 
that the water can be drawn from them in case of danger from frost. 

They must keep their own water pipes and all fixtures connected 
therewith in good repair and protected from frost. 

The strength of all pipes used, their protection against freezing, 
the kind of faucets and other fixtures, the general arrangement of the 
work in reference to security and safety, and the keeping of all pipes 
and fixtures in proper repair, shall be in accordance with any direc- 
tions, either special or general, given by the Water Commissioners, 
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All owners or users of pressure boilers connected direct to the 
mains of the Sharon Water Works must have the same equipped 
with a suitable check valve to prevent syphoning, and a relief valve 
to prevent overpressure, of a pattern approved by the Water Com- 
missioners. 


6. No plumber or any other person except the Superintendent 
of Water Works shall tap any water main or connect any service 
pipe therewith, nor shall any plumber or other person turn on or ° 
shut off the water from any pipe or hydrant where the stopcock is 
not located on his own premises. 


7. No water taker shall be allowed to supply water to any other 
person or families, nor shall any person take‘or carry water from 
any hydrant, watering trough or public fountain without the consent 
of the Water Commissioners, nor after such consent has been with- 
drawn. 


8. There shall be no unnecessary waste of water, either to pre- 
vent freezing or any other cause. All water closets must be self- 
closing. 

The use of hose must be confined to the purposes named in the 
application and to the premises of the taker and the street imme- 
diately bordering such premises. Jt must not be used for filling tanks 
or reservoirs, or any other domestic purposes whatever. 


9. The Water Commissioners, their department officers and as- 
sistants, may enter the premises of any water taker supplied with 
water between the hours of 8 o’clock a.m. and 6 o’clock P.m., to 
examine the pipes and fixtures, the quantity of water used and the 
manner of its use. 


10. Parties using meters must measure all the water supplied to 
the premises on which they are set. 


11. When water shall be supplied to more than one party through 
a single tap, the bill for the whole supply furnished through such 
tap will be made to the owner of the estate, or some tenant who 
shall agree to become responsible. 


12. Water rates must be paid at the office of the Water Board. 
Those for regular water rates, in advance, annually, on the first 
day of July. Bills for fractional parts of a term, on the first day of 
the month succeeding the letting on of water. Bills for measured 
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and estimated water, quarterly, and all other bills for water, labor 
and materials, on the first day of month preceding their contraction. 

If bills remain unpaid for one month after they become due the 
water will be shut off, and on all bills paid after the water has been 
shut off the sum of one dollar in addition to the bill must be paid 
before water will be let on again. 

13. No person shall be entitled to damages nor to have any por- 
tion of a payment refunded for any stoppage for purposes of addi- 
tions or repairs, nor for non-use occasioned by absence, nor for 
stoppage for any purpose whatever which in the opinion of the 
Water Commissioners may be deemed necessary. 

14. No fireman or other person, except for the legitimate purpose 
of extinguishing fires, shall open any fire hydrant or stopcock con- 
nected with the fire service without the consent of the Water Com- 
missioners. 

Persons or corporations neglecting or refusing to comply with said 
Rules and Regulations are liable to have their supply of water cut 
off. 

15. On all premises continuously unoccupied for more than six 
months during the year from July to July, and where the unoccu- 
pancy is reported to the Superintendent, so that he can shut off the 
supply from the street, a rebate will be made of one-half of the rate 
above first faucet and hose charges, less a charge of $1.00 each for 
shutting off and turning on the water.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT FOR 1927 


To the Water Commissioners of the Town of Sharon: 


Gentlemen: Herewith is submitted the Thirty-second Annual 
Report of the Superintendent of this department for the year ending 
December 31, 1927. 

Cold weather in the early spring and during the month of August 
helped to keep the consumption of water down to the lowest point for 
four years. Station Number one, having been run only two days, 
on April 5, owing to a short circuit in the motor line to the tank 
pump, the motor burned out, and it was found that similar trouble 
had occurred in the motor of the triplex pump. A new motor for the 
tank pump was procured and the old one rewound. 

We have an extra tank motor now on hand in case of emergency. 
The large motor was sent to Boston, rewound, boxes babbited 
and returned practically as good as new. On Sept. 2 it was found 
that lightning had damaged the automatic starter, which disabled 
the whole apparatus, new coils and fingers were put in and the 
apparatus in commission in three or four days; in the meantime the 
motor was run on the manual starter. Several minor repairs were 
made at this station. The buildings have been painted but will 
receive another coat the coming season. The hydrants have been 
painted a high visible yellow, with aluminum tops, which not only 
adds to there appearance, but they can be seen from a long distance, 
especially at night. In March there was bought a gasoline driven 
power pump, which has proved a great labor saver. 

The cap on the chimney of Station No. 1 should be rebuilt this 
year as the bricks are getting loose and letting the water in. 

For the first time in nine years there has been a general overhauling 
of gates and stop boxes. One or two gates had the stuffing boxes 
packed and seemed to be in good condition; wherever the boxes were 
too high or low they were altered to conform as nearly as possible 
to the grade of the street. It was found that quite a number of 
stops were worn in the plug and where they would not shut off 
tight they were replaced; this test proved that they should be turned 
oftener, every four or five years anyway. Two hydrants were 
broken off by automobiles. One was removed and another one set 
on a side street; the other one was repaired with a new top and the 
bill sent to the insurance company and promptly paid. 
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The remaining six wells that were driven last year were connected 
this summer and gave water enough to reduce the vacuum from 
sixteen inches to six or seven. 

At the present time there are only four houses on the line of mains 
but what are connected with the water service. 

We have had no leaks in the mains this year. 

Eighteen services have been provided with new stops at an average 
cost of $11.63. 

The following is recommended for the improvement of the service: 
Lay 285-feet of six-inch from dead end on Ashcroft Road to connect 
with dead end on Crest Road; this will eliminate two dead ends. 

300 feet of six-inch in Ames Street replacing part of a six-inch 
cement line that has been laid forty-one years and always under 
water. 

360 feet of six-inch in Decatur Ave. replacing two-inch that has 
been in use forty-one years. 

1,200 feet in Massapoag Street replacing six-inch cement pipe. 

Buildings now in process of construction will require an extension 
of about 500 feet of six-inch pipe.

SHARON, March 5, 1928. 


Pursuant to the provisions of the foregoing Warrant, the inhabit- 
ants of the Town of Sharon, qualified to vote in elections and Town 
affairs, met in the Town House at 5.45 o’clock a.m., Monday, March 5, 
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1928. The upper Town Hall was the polling place, and specimen 
ballots had been posted according to law. The meeting was called 
to order by Town Clerk Warren W. Capen, who read the Call and 
Return on the Warrant. The reading of the remainder was waived 
by unanimous consent. Moderator George A. Dennett being absent 
on account of illness, the meeting proceeded to elect a temporary 
moderator, using ballots and voting list as required by law. Six 
voters cast their ballots, and no more desiring to vote, the polls were 
declared closed. Ballots were canvassed by Sidney P. Hull, William 
O’Leary, and Mary M. Mitchell, sworn election officers. John S. 
Stressenger was found to have received all six votes, and was de- 
clared elected temporary moderator. Mr. Stressenger accepted the 
office and was duly sworn by the Town Clerk. Additional election 
officers were sworn as follows: Maude B. Chapman, Anna M. Connors, 
Theresa M. Gavin, Joseph 8. O’Brien, Arthur O. Whitemore, Albert 
H. Urann. 1,770 ballots were delivered to the ballot clerks, ballot 
box shown to be empty, registering 0000, box locked and keys de- 
livered to John B. Kennedy, Police Officer for the day, and polls were 
declared open. 


Balloting proceeded under the direction of Moderator, Town Clerk, 
and the above-named election officers. Voting was unusually heavy. 
At 2 o’clock p.m. it was necessary to relieve the ballot box, and by 
order of the Moderator and Town Clerk counting of ballots was 
commenced and continued during the progress of voting. At 4.20 
P.M., on motion of Mr. George A. Stetson, duly seconded, it was 
voted to keep the polls open until 5.15 p.m., at which hour they were 
declared closed. 

Ballot and Check lists showed 1,121 names checked, 579 men, 542 
women, and 1,121 ballots were taken from the box. The box regis- 
tered 1,120.

The adjourned meeting of March 12 was called to order at 8 o’clock 
p.M. by Temporary Moderator John 8S. Stressenger. The Town 
Clerk read the notice of adjournment, and Articles 35, 36 and 37, on 
which no action had been taken. 


ANNUAL REPORT TOWN OF SHARON 23 


Mr. Roger Dennett moved to rescind action taken March 12 on 
Article 23, as there appeared to be an error in the construction of the 
motion acted upon on that date, and it was voted that action taken 
under Article 23 on March 12 be rescinded. 


Article 23. On motion of Mr. Dennett, duly seconded, it was 
voted unanimously that the Selectmen and Highway Surveyor be 
authorized to purchase a truck of not less than three and one-half 
tons for the use of the Highway Department, and that we raise and 
appropriate the sum of not over $4,300, of which not exceeding 
$1,600 be paid out of this year’s tax levy, and that the Town give 
notes in the amounts of not over $900 each, maturing in 1929, 1930, 
and 1931, to cover the balance. 


Article 35. Mr. Francis E. Walter presented an extended and 
comprehensive report of the investigations and recommendations 
of the Building Committee, which was signed: Francis E. Walter, 
James E. Taylor, Faith Goddard, Majority Members of Building 
Committee. As planned, the entire cost of building, grading, archi- 
tect’s fee, and equipment will cost not more than $165,000, provided 
the assembly hall be built to accommodate 500 persons; with a seat- 
ing capacity of 600, the additional cost is estimated to be $10,000. 


Privilege of the floor was given to Mr. Ralph Harrington Doane, 
architect, who addressed the meeting, explained the plan exhibited, 
and answered questions pertaining to the matter. 


Mr. John W. McGrath offered the following motion: That the 
report of the majority members of the Building Committee be 
accepted and that the Town erect a new high school building on the 
lot adjoining the Charles R. Wilber School on South Main Street, 
said building to be approximately in accordance with plans pre- 
sented to this meeting by Ralph Doane and Edward Holland, asso- 
ciate, and that the Town authorize the present Building Committee, 
reporting at this meeting, to be continued and to have full power in 
the erection and equipping of the new high school building, together 
with power to fill any and all vacancies existing or that may exist. 


Mr. John R. Gillespie offered the following motion as an amend- 
ment: That the motion calling for the erection of a new high school 
building adjoining the Charles R. Wilber School on South Main 
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Street be amended by adding to it that the assembly hall of said 
building be so designed to seat approximately 600 persons. 


Mr. George D. Pettee, member of Building Committee, presented 
an extended report as opposed to the findings and recommendations 
of the majority members of the committee, which was signed George 
D. Pettee, Minority Member. Question being called for, a rising 
vote was taken on Mr. Gillespie’s amendment to motion of Mr. 
McGrath, which was carried by 265 votes in the affirmative to 26 
votes in the negative. The main question was then put to yea and 
nay vote and carried without question, and action taken under 
Article 35 was declared as follows: 


Voted: That the report of the majority members of the Building 
Committee be accepted and that the Town erect a new high school 
building on the lot adjoining the Charles R. Wilber School on South 
Main Street, said building to be approximately in accordance with 
the plans presented to this meeting by Ralph Harrington Doane and 
Edward 8S. Holland, associate, except that the assembly hall of said 
building be designed to seat 600 persons, and that the Town authorize 
the present Building Committee, reporting at this meeting, to be 
continued and to have full power in the erection and equipping of 
the new high school building, together with the power to fill any 
and all vacancies existing or that may exist. 


Article 36. Voted: That the motion to appropriate money under 
Article 36 be acted upon by a rising vote. 


Voted: That there be raised and appropriated the sum of $175,000 
for the purpose of constructing a new high school building on the 
Charles R. Wilber lot and for the original equipment and furnishing 
of said building; and for the purpose of raising said appropriation 
that there be raised in tax levy of the year 1928 the sum of $10,000 
to meet the requirements of Section 7 of Chapter 44 of the General 
Laws and Chapter 18 of the Acts of 1926, and that the Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, be authorized to borrow the sum 
of $85,000 under authority of and in accordance with the provisions 
of Chapter 44 of the General Laws, and to borrow the sum of $80,000 
under authority of and in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
18 of the Acts of 1926, or either or both of said statutes, and to issue 
bonds or notes of the Town therefor, said bonds or notes to be pay- 


=< ae 
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able in accordance with the provisions of Section 19, Chapter 44, of 
the General Laws, so that the sum borrowed under said Chapter 44 
shall be paid in not more than 20 years from the date of issue of the 
first bond or note, and the sum borrowed under authority of Chapter 
18 of the Acts of 1926 shall be paid in not more than 15 years from 
date of issue of the first bond or note, or at such earlier dates as the 
Treasurer and Selectmen may determine. Three hundred votes in 
the affirmative: 17 in the negative. 


Article 37. Voted: That the Town appropriations made at this 
annual Town Meeting, together with all lawful sums to be paid this 
year, be raised by a tax upon the polls and estates of the inhabitants 
of the Town of Sharon and the taxable property of the non-residents, 
and that the sum received from the State Income Tax on intangible 
personal property be deducted from the gross appropriations for the 
year.

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LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION 


Shall the proposed law which provides that it shall be lawful in 
any city which accepts the act by vote of its city council and in any 
town which accepts the act by vote of its inhabitants, to take part 
in or witness any athletic outdoor sport or game, except horse racing, 
automobile racing, boxing, or hunting with firearms, on the Lord’s 
day, between 2 and 6 p.m., that such sports or games shall take place 
on such playgrounds, parks or other places as may be designated in 
a license issued by certain licensing authorities; that no sport or 
game shall be permitted in a place other than a public playground 
or park within one thousand feet of any regular place of worship; 
that the charging of admission fees or the taking of collections or the 
receiving of remuneration by any person in charge of or participating 
in any such sport or game shall not be prohibited; that the license 
may be revoked; and that in cities and towns in which amateur 
sports or games are permitted under existing law such amateur

Sir: As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the Town of Sharon for the year ending December 31, 
1928, and report thereon as follows: 

The records of the financial transactions of the several departments 
were examined, a comparison being made with the reports to the 
Town Accountant and with the books of the Accounting and Treasury 
Departments. 

The Town Accountant’s records were examined and checked. The 
ledger accounts were analyzed, a trial balance was taken off, and a 
balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared showing 
the financial condition of the Town as of December 31, 1928. 

The books and accounts of the Treasurer and Tax Collector were 
examined and checked, the cash on hand was verified by an actual 
count, and the bank balances were reconciled. 
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The receipts of the Treasurer were checked with the Accountant’s 
ledger and with the sources from which money is being paid into the 
Town Treasury, while the payments were checked with the Select- 
men’s warrants authorizing the Treasurer to disburse Town funds. 
Difficulty was experienced in reconciling the Treasurer’s cash, due 
to errors in cash book entries. 

The accounts of the Tax Collector were examined and checked. 
The commitments were analyzed, the receipts were checked with 
the payments to the Treasurer, the abatements were checked with 
the Assessors’ records of abatements granted, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and reconciled with the Accountant’s ledger. 

Verification notices were mailed to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the Town, the replies 
received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 
Considerable detailed checking of commitment book postings was 
necessary in order to establish the correct list of outstanding taxes, 
which work retarded the progress of the audit and consequently 
increased its cost. 

The commitments of water accounts receivable were examined and 
proved. The recorded collections were checked to the commitment 
sheets, the cash book was footed, the abatements were checked with 
the reports of the abatements granted by the Water Commissioners, 
the payments to the Treasurer were verified, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and reconciled with the Accountant’s ledger. 

In checking the tax title deeds held by the Town it was noted that 
property on which the Town holds a tax title had not been assessed 
for subsequent years’ taxes, as required by Section 78, Chapter 60, 
General Laws, which reads as follows: 

Before foreclosure or redemption, taxes on land taken or purchased by a town 
shall be assessed to the person to whom they would be assessed if the land had 
not been so taken or purchased. In case of a sale under the following section, 
such taxes shall be deducted from the proceeds thereof, before any surplus is 


disposed of as therein provided. In case of foreclosure, any such taxes on which 
the lien has not expired shall be credited to the collector as if collected by him. 


Subsequent years’ taxes on property held under tax titles should 
be added annually to the amount of the original tax title, in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 61, Chapter 60, General Laws. 

It is recommended that action be instituted by the Town Treasurer 
toward foreclosure of all rights or redemption on property held under 
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tax titles, as required by Section 50, Chapter 60, General Laws, as 
amended, which reads as follows: 


If the town becomes the purchaser, the deed to it, in addition to the state- 
ments required by section forty-five, shall set forth the fact that no sufficient bid 
was made at the sale or that the purchaser failed to pay the amount bid, as the 
case may be, and shall confer upon such town the rights and duties of an individual 
purchaser. Every such deed and every instrument of taking described in section 
fifty-four shall be in the custody of the town treasurer, and there shall be set up 
on the books of the town, whether kept by the treasurer or otherwise, a separate 
account of each parcel of land covered by any such deed or instrument, to which 
shall be charged the amount stated in the deed or instrument, the cost of recording 
the same, all uncollected taxes assessed to such parcel for any year subsequent to 
that for the taxes for which such parcel was purchased or taken, with all legal 
costs and charges, until redemption or foreclosure. The town treasurer, at the 
expiration of two years from the date of any such purchase, or taking, shall 
institute proceedings for foreclosure. 


Lands of low value held by the Town under tax titles may be dis- 
posed of by complying with the provisions of Sections 79 and 80, 
Chapter 60, General Laws, as amended. 3 

The books and accounts of the Town Clerk were examined and 
checked. The recorded receipts from sporting and dog licenses were 
checked with the payments to the State and County Treasurers, 
respectively. 

The surety bonds furnished by the town officials for the faithful 
performance of their duties were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 

The securities and savings bank books representing the investments 
of the trust funds in the custody of the Town Treasurer were exam- 
ined and found to be as recorded. 

In addition to the balance sheet there are appended to this report 
tables showing a reconciliation of the Treasurer’s cash, summaries of 
the tax and water accounts, together with tables relative to the 
Selectmen’s licenses and sporting and dog licenses. 

For the co-operation received from the several town officials during 
the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, to express 
appreciation.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


Your School Committee respectfully submit herewith the following 
report for the year ended December 31, 1928. 


Housine@ ConpiTIONS 


Probably in no year in the history of the Sharon schools have we 
been faced with the crowded conditions existing in the High School 
as during the fall term of the School. The High School building was 
originally planned for the accommodation of approximately 108 or 
110 pupils, and the enrolment on December 31,1928, was approxi- 
mately 170. By using the Gillespie house, together with conduct- 
ing classes in the Wilber School in domestic science and manual 
training, we have been able, however, to accomplish reasonably good 
results. 

The two primary buildings we feel are in good condition and are 
adequately taking care of the needs of this division. 

Following the practice started last year, your Committee have used 
the income from the trust funds for the purpose of refurnishing 
another room in the High Street building with modern movable 
furniture, in addition to installing modern lighting equipment which 
was very much needed. 


New Hiceu Scuoou BuILpDING 

Work was started on the new High School building about June 1, 
and your Committee hope to be able to transfer the pupils to the new 
building soon after the first of March. 

With the modern equipment and facilities for training in athletics, 
as well as the benefits which will be derived from the adequate class 
rooms, laboratories, and assembly hall, we feel that the results that 
are bound to take place will more than warrant the confidence shown 
by the citizens in providing the necessary funds for this purpose. 
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ATHLETICS 


At the present time it is practically impossible to furnish any 
satisfactory training in athletics for either boys or girls in our schools. 
We have not had, as you well know, adequate facilities nor have we 
had adequate teachers for this work. 

Your Committee are including in their budget for the coming year 
a provision for a full-time athletic instructor, believing that regular 
classes conducted in the gymnasium for both boys and girls, coupled 
with the provisions that have been made for showers, are a most 
necessary step in the development of our school system. 


PLAYGROUND 


Plans have been made for the complete laying out of the grounds 
and playground around the Wilber and new High School building, 
and your Committee have placed an article in the warrant for your 
consideration for the development of this very necessary improvement. 
When this has been accomplished there will be adequate provision 
for the outdoor training of the young men and women under com- 
petent supervision, which we feel certain is recognized by every 
citizen as a necessary part of the training of the young people of the 
Town. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL 


Due to the necessary work in connection with the construction of 
the new High School building, it has been, of course, very difficult to 
conduct the work in the Grammar School on a basis wholly 
satisfactory to your Committee. Notwithstanding this fact, there 
has been splendid co-operation on the part of the pupils and the 
teachers. 

During the latter part of the year, the Principal of the Grammar 
School resigned, and your Committee believed it to be a forward step 
in electing a man to be in charge of this building. 


EFFICIENCY TESTS 
At the present time standard efficiency tests are being given in the 
schools in order to determine the comparative standing of our schools. 
These tests are being conducted in a very independent manner and 
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should prove of real value in determining the relative strength of our 
organization. 
We believe there is at the present time considerable loyalty through- 
out the schools and a very happy and interested group of teachers. 
The report of the Superintendent follows this report in order to 
furnish you with a more detailed report of our operating conditions.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee: 


As a report on the operation of the schools during the past year and 
the conditions at this date, I propose to state the achievements of 
the past year and the plans which are under way for the immediate 
future, under the sevenfold divisions known in educational circles 
as the Seven Cardinal Objectives. 


HEALTH AND SAFETY 
The first of these objectives is health and safety. The program 
outlined one year ago has been carried on throughout this year with 
the promised success. The dental clinic room has been equipped 
with a dental chair and an electric sterilizer and the necessary ac- 
cessories for clinic work. This room is located in the Wilber School. 
Our school nurse, Mrs. Flora O’Donnell, has her office here, with 
files for her records and the literature of her department. The scope 
and the character of her duties in the schools is indicated by these 

facts which are taken from her annual report:

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WortHyY Home MEMBERSHIP 


Worthy Home Membership is given second place in the list of 
objectives in the American schools. We of the schools are very 
conscious of the intimate reciprocal relation of home and school life. 
We have sought to make this prominent in our contact with parents. 
We have welcomed conferences with parents and have wished to 
have more opportunities to become acquainted with the home folks. 
Report cards have been sent regularly, and special reports by the 
score, at the request of interested parents. 

In September we began to use a report card in a new form, on 
which an attempt is made to indicate in some detail the responses of 
the pupil in such matters as courtesy, co-operation with the teachers, 
industry, and honorableness in play. We feel that the comments of 
parents on these matters will be helpful to the teacher in forming a 
correct judgment of the pupil and in helping them to overcome their 
difficulties. 

Instruction bearing directly on the production of high ideals of 
living as members of families is largely incidental to the morning 
talks, to the study of customs of people in the geography classes, and 
to the reading lessons, and more directly to lessons in civics. I know 
from observation that much of this instruction is given. In fact 
there is scarcely a subject of instruction that does not contribute 
something to the children’s ideals of home membership. 

Specific instruction and drill in the skills that belong to the home 
maker is provided for all girls who elect it, in a course of study in 
Household Arts, beginning with the seventh year and continuing 
through the second year of the High School. The particular advance 
of the year 1928 is an extension of this course through the second 
year of High School and the employment of a teacher on full time. 
A total of 87 different pupils is taught by this teacher. An exhibition 
sale of food and of textile products, held on December 2, was received 
with gratifying response from the people and netted a good sum which 
will be used for additional equipment for this department. The 
course of study includes not only lessons in sewing and cookery as 
commonly understood, but also much of the principles underlying 
the art of cooking, food values, marketing, budget making, dietaries 
and table service on the food side; and on the textile side, fabrics 
and their uses, color and line in house decoration, laundering, house 
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eare, first aid and home nursing, millinery, and dressmaking. No 
pretense of teaching a trade is made, but mental development through 
the solution of the common problems of home making and skill in 
handicraft of value to any home maker is our objective. 


For boys, of the group corresponding to the girls of this division, 
we have a course equally well planned and taught, in Mechanical 
Drawing and the use of tools. Although handicapped by crowded 
conditions, so far this year, we have been able to make a splendid 
demonstration of what may be done with young boys, in developing 
judgment, accuracy, forethought, and the codrdination of mental 
and muscular actions. 


Seventy-two boys are receiving this instruction. In the High 
School the course is credited as one fourth of a normal year’s work, 
that is—the equivalent of one prepared lesson daily. For pupils who 
find more pleasure in expressing ideas by muscular rather than by 
vocal or written response, this course is of particular value, nor is it 
undesirable for any youth who can take the time to include it in the 
school course. 


MASTERY OF THE TOOLS, TECHNICS, AND SPIRIT OF LEARNING 


For many years this, as a whole, and particularly the mastery of 
the tools of learning, has been the chief objective of the schools. Its 
importance as an objective is not lessened by recognition of the fact 
that much more knowledge and training is required now than formerly 
in preparation for successful competition in our varied and strenuous 
business or professional life. We are trying, with all else*that the 
highest authorities pronounce desirable, to secure a more thorough 
mastery of the elementary skills in reading, arithmetic, and language. 
We feel that we are making progress. For example, in grades one 
and two we are forming small divisions, based on maturity and ability 
to learn quickly, for instruction in the art of reading. ‘Transfers 
from division to division are made frequently instead of annually. 
The more rapid learners are not retarded; the less mature are not 
rushed on unprepared for the next step. We expect by this means 
to prevent repetition of grades with the involved expense and dis- 
appointment to both child and parent. Until such time as admission 
to the first grade is based upon maturity and mental development, 
instead of upon chronological age, the results of our work will be more 
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evident in the spring than in the fall months. Again, in primary 
grades we are placing emphasis upon mastering the elementary skills 
used in computation. This is being done up through the sixth grade. 
From standardized tests it appears that Sharon children do not differ 
in achievement from the great mass of pupils in respect to skill in 
using numbers. This average achievement, however, is far too low 
to be satisfactory. We have tests under way at this time which will 
be repeated in the spring to show how effective our drill is in securing 
a high degree of accuracy and speed in the ordinary computation 
both with whole numbers and fractions. 

Above the sixth grade we are continuing the departmental form of 
instruction with four teachers in the seventh and eighth grades. The 
testimony of the teachers of the High School is that the class which 
entered the school last September has taken hold of their studies 
more readily and that the discipline has been much easier than here- 
tofore. Since this was predicted as one of the values of departmental 
work we feel quite gratified with the results of the first year and are 
confident that this second year will be still more fruitful of good. 

Informational lessons in general science are being given this year 
in grades seven and eight as a part of the effort to provide more 
profitable material for the eighth year. If the results are as great as 
are now promised we shall be able next fall to further modify the 
curriculum of the ninth grade and provide a still greater variety of 
choice of subjects. Additional time for music, vocal or instrumental, 
for art, and possibly for typewriting, may be made available. 

In the High School there have been few changes during the year. 
Everyone, teachers and pupils alike, has felt the limitation of space. 
Many activities which have been suggested, some of them of great 
value, have necessarily been postponed until our new building is 
available. To the praise of all be it said that no complaints are made 
and everyone shows remarkable forbearance and co-operation under 
very trying conditions. 

Three changes in the High School faculty occurred at the opening 
of the fall term. Miss Elizabath Wellington succeeded Miss Viola 
Palmer as teacher of oral English, and Mr. Elmer H. Barber came in 
as teacher of Mathematics. Miss Rita Neal secured the position of 
full-time teacher of art. She also has the direction of drawing in all 
the grades.

There are evidences now and then that the school is really promot- 
ing the “Spirit of Learning.” We referred in our report of last year 
to our intention of making marks have a real meaning. With no 
lessening of that insistence we find fewer failures are being recorded 
this year and that evidence of interest in study, as study, is multiply- 
ing. Extra-class activities, drama, assemblies, operettas, club meet- 
ings, athletics, are disclosing the natural talent of our young people. 
We confidently expect more of this sort of activity after we move into 
larger quarters. | 


CITIZENSHIP 


The justification of the American school as a public institution is 
the production of a loyal citizenship which will perpetuate the State. 
On the principle that ‘‘as the twig is bent, the tree is inclined,” the 
years of school life are important factors in determining the citizen- 
ship of the succeeding years. We have not followed a plan, which 
some advocate, of pupil self-government, either as a school city or a 
school republic, in order to give the youth practice in democratic 
government; nor have we held to the opposite extreme, of arbitrary, 
despotic control. We seek to place matters of discipline before the 
students as problems of democracy. Such rules as are formulated 
grow out of the felt necessities of our common school life. The appeal 
is to the practice of self-control and contribution to the well-being of 
all. Lapses from the ideal are dealt with as seems best to promote 
the higher interests of the school. Last year, and again this year, the 
local post of the American Legion as an incentive to habits of good 
citizenship offered a medal to the pupil who shall be adjudged by the 
faculty of the High School to have sustained the best record in 
scholarship, physical fitness, and habits and ideals of school citi- 
zenship. The award in June was made to Morris Gordon of the 
Class of 1929. 

Specific instruction in citizenship is given in connection with class 
work in Commercial Law and Economics and in all courses in History. 
Certain portions of Biology also have direct bearing on civic life and 
foster ideals desirable in citizenship. Extra curriculum activities 
provide opportunities for the practice of civic, school, and group 
co-operation, so essential in good citizenship. More of this class of 
activity is in preparation. 
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VOCATIONAL AND ECONOMIC EFFECTIVENESS 


Many think of this objective as lying largely outside the elementary 
and secondary school, and yet if one stops to think, it appears that 
more children leave formal school life before reaching the higher 
vocational schools than go on. It is therefore quite reasonable to 
try even in the lower schools to help our youth find their life interests 
and work. We are tending toward this end in making our courses of 
study in the high school elective and of varied appeal. At this time 
the pupil has a choice between a strictly college preparatory course, 
which is the way which leads to a professional career, or a commercial 
course, which may lead to a special school of professional accounting, 
or to clerical positions, or an all English course as a background for 
private study while engaged later in industrial pursuits. Actual 
count on December 21, 1928, shows that 63 are pursuing a strictly 
college course and 108 the English course. Of the latter, 41 are 
taking the industrial course, 38 courses in art, and 38 the commercial 
course. 

Another phase of school activities under this objective is a series 
of talks on vocational opportunities by men and women who represent 
different professions and industries. These are given in the school 
assembly at frequent intervals. They serve to stimulate thinking 
about possibilities and are always informative. 


Wisk Usk or LEISURE 


Perhaps Sharon is weakest in the provision it makes for the use of 
leisure time by its young people. The men have their golf club and 
bowling teams. The women have their clubs and teas and parties. 
The children have neither clubhouse, playground, gymnasium, 
swimming pool, nor hockey field, where leisure hours may be spent in 
wholesome activity. To those children who do not have resources 
at home, this is a serious loss. To the community, inevitably, it 
must be a source of social evil. We are looking for some abatement of 
this condition on the physical side in the splendid gymnasium and 
adjoining playground now in prospect. This property, under proper 
supervision, should become the center of varied activities in out-of 
school hours, which will provide recreation and amusement, as well as 
social training for large numbers of our young people.

We urge the study of music, vocal and instrumental, the orchestra 
and the band, dramatic and athletic clubs, as very valuable adjuncts 
of formal education because they exert a most salutary influence 
upon the way leisure time will be used. 


ETHICAL CHARACTER 


The last and crowning objective is called ethical character. To- 
ward this all true teaching points. History and biography afford 
daily opportunity to point the fact and incite to emulation. Morality 
is taught, incidentally, in every classroom. If it be true, as it un- 
doubtedly is, that children learn immoral practices during school 
years, they surely do not learn them from the teachers. The play- 
ground, the streets, and the vacant lots, and wherever groups are 
wont to congregate, are the breeding places of much of this evil. 
The remedy or prevention lies in an efficient supervision of ade- 
quate and attractive resorts for spending leisure time and the co- 
operation of the home folks in upholding high ideals of conduct.

There are 113 towns which have a population of less than 5,000 and 
which support a high school. In this group Sharon ranks 34th in 
valuation per pupil, that is in taxable property, and 79th in actual 
taxation for school purposes. Therefore there are 45 towns of this 
group which are less able to pay, but which do actually tax themselves 
more heavily for schools than Sharon does. 3 

In the entire state there are 355 towns and cities. In this list 
Sharon ranks 86th in valuation per pupil, 238th in tax for school 
support.

A very beautiful picture of Mount Washington, painted by Darius 
Cobb, was given to the Library as provided in the will of Mr. J. 
Eveleth Griffith. It may be well to print in this annual report as a 
permanent record the author’s story of the painting of this beautiful 
picture. 

“MOUNT WASHINGTON” 


It was in September, 1905, that I was at West Ossipee, N. H., sketching the 
picturesque scenery of the mountain region. On the morning of the twenty- 
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second day of this month I took a walk before breakfast, and my beard was 
slightly tipped with ice, for the thermometer had dropped in the night to nineteen 
degrees. The pools in the road were skimmed with ice. For several days heavy 
clouds obscured Mount Washington and its companions. 

On Monday of the following week I went with Mrs. Cobb to Intervale. The 
skies were still clouded, but on Tuesday morning the sky was clear and Mount 
Washington, with the entire Presidential Range, was clothed in four feet of snow 
and lit in splendor by the rising sun. No earthly spectacle could be more enchant- 
ing! In the forenoon I made an oil sketch of it, and two days afterwards I went 
into the intervale before sunrise to secure the effects of the early morning sun on 
Mount Washington. 

The thermometer was twenty-five degrees and farmers were clothed in heavy 
overcoats and mittens. Strange to say, though I wore simply my summer clothing, 
I sat for two hours painting that inspiring scene without the least degree of dis- 
comfort. As the rising sun cast its light on the summit of Mount Washington, 
the grand monarch seemed crowned in gold. While I painted the light descended 
and illuminated the summits of the attendant mountains and lightened the fore- 
ground at the right of my picture. The contrast of the golden light of the snow- 
capped mountains with the deep, rich foliage of the minor hills was so inspiring 
that I was unconscious of cold, and could think of nothing but the sublime 
spectacle and the progress of my sketch. 

The reception of this work in the world of art has well sustained my enthusiasm 
when painting it.

The outside bulletin board has given good publicity both by show- 
ing book jackets and by appropriate posters. 

Several readings were held in the Library on Sunday afternoons 
during the winter months. Those who attended these meetings 
seemed to enjoy them very much, but on account of the rather small 
attendance these meetings have not been continued. 

On Sunday afternoon, November 18th, Mr. Frank Chase, Refer- 
ence Librarian of the Boston Public Library, gave a talk in the Li- 
brary. -His subject was ‘‘What Boston Has to Offer Educationally 
and Culturally.” It was a very interesting talk and Mr. Chase gave 
us much practical advice on Boston’s educational advantages. 

The Fortnightly Club again donated books in memory of its 
members who had died during the year. 

One of the successful and pleasant features of the year’s work was 
the weekly Story Hour, conducted for the younger children during 
the summer vacation. Children from four to ten years of age were 
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invited and the response was most gratifying, there being an average 
attendance of 31. | 

Miss Barbara Walter, who most generously gave of her time and 
services, told her stories with great charm. ‘The children were de- 
lighted not only with the stories but also with the personality of the 
story-teller. The Trustees and Librarians feel much indebted to 
Miss Walter for the success of the venture. 

The Library auditorium is not very largely used at the present 
time, but may be found very useful at some later date if it should be 
needed for a juvenile department. 

The catalogue filing cabinet had become so crowded that it was 
difficult to use conveniently and so a larger filing cabinet has been 
provided. This new cabinet is not only for the subject and author 
card for every book, but is spacious enough for more complete index 
cards. 

The Librarians have during the year, as formerly, attended the 
various Librarians’ Conventions. They have helped children and 
adults in every way possible. Mrs. Hodsdon has taken advantage 
of a Librarians’ course of study offered by the State Board of Educa- 
tion, through its Library Department. The Library building and 
furnishings are in excellent condition; and the collection of books, 
pamphlets, and magazines is such as to provide not only education 
but pleasure for all those who wish to use the Library.

The sum of $1,000 was appropriated for the use of this department

maintained in the bath house. There were no serious accidents 
during the time the bath house was open.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 
To the Board of Selectmen: 


I herewith submit to you the following report of my work as 
inspector of animals for the past year. 

The first part of January orders were received from the State 
Division of Animal Industry to make a complete inspection of all 
neat cattle, sheep, and swine in the Town and the buildings and 
premises wherein the same were housed, and to return a written 
report of each place. 

Fifty-one stables were inspected, containing 348 cattle and 98 
swine. All cattle were found to be in a satisfactory condition. 

Several consignments of cattle came to Sharon from without the 
State. These cattle were held in quarantine until satisfactory certi- 
ficates of tuberculin test were shown for each animal. 

Several dogs were reported as being suspicious of rabies, but all 
were found to be free from this disease. Three dogs were quarantined 
on account of having bitten persons, but were all released as healthy 
after a sufficient length of time to prove such to be the case.

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WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 
FOR 1928 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


The Board of Water Commissioners herewith submits its thirty- 
third annual report, together with the report of the Superintendent, 
for the year 1928. 

With one or two exceptions the work laid out last year was com- 
pleted. 

Several complaints were received this year regarding the milky 
condition of the water at times. This condition is due to very fine 
air bubbles in the water. While it does not affect the quality of the 
water it does affect the looks. While there is a vacuum tank with 
vacuum pump attached to take care of this air, which it will do with 
the smaller pump running, but with the centrifugal pump the velocity 
of the water is too great to admit of the very fine bubbles of air 
rising to the surface and being pumped out. 

Steps are being taken to replace the present tank with one of 
larger size, which no doubt will remedy the difficulty. 

This year the high land back of pumping station No. 2 was cleared 
of dead trees and underbrush, and set out to young pine trees. 
About 7,100 trees were planted and at the present time are growing 
nicely. These cover about all the land available for this purpose at 
present. It is expected there will be quite a demand made for ex- 
tensions this year, as the Town isgrowing fast and beyond the present 
limits of the water system. 

Extensions have been made this year as follows: 


Ames Street, 358 feet of six-inch pipe. 

Beach Road, 690 feet of two-inch pipe; 602 feet of one-and-one- 
half-inch pipe. 

Crest Road, 258 feet of six-inch pipe. 

Decatur Avenue, 320 feet of six-inch pipe. 

East Foxboro, 818 feet of six-inch pipe. 

Harold Street, 94 feet of six-inch pipe. 

Harding Street, 284 feet of six-inch pipe. 

High Street, 124 feet of six-inch pipe. 
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Highland Avenue, 66 feet of six-inch pipe and 66 feet of two-inch 
pipe. 

Massapoag Street, 1,206 feet of six-inch pipe. 

South Main Street, 204 feet of six-inch pipe. 

A total of 5,090 feet. 


We would advise all water takers to try their cellar stops in the 
early fall and remedy any defect requiring the water to be shut off 
at the curb. This request has been generally complied with and 
very few cases arose where the water had to be shut off after the 
ground was frozen. One case did occur in warm weather where the 
cellar stop could not be located, and the house was flooded before 
the water could be shut off from the street. 

All users of hose are requested to keep within the limits of two 
hours per day, and observe the fact that the use of hose between the 
hours of 9 p.m. and 5 a.m. is strictly prohibited.

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SHARON WATER WORKS 
Regulations and Water Rates 


The following regulations shall be considered a part of the con- 
tract with every person who uses water: 

1. All applications for the use of water must be made at the office 
of the Water Commissioners on the form prescribed, stating truly 
and fully the various uses to which the water is to be applied, and 
signed by the owner or agent of the property. 

2. Connections and service pipes. The Commissioners will make 
all connections with the mains and extend the service pipes to the 
street line, furnishing the pipe and stopcocks (which pipes and stop- 
cocks shall remain the property of the Town and under its sole con- 
trol). All service pipes and fixtures inside the street line shall be 
put in by the consumer or at his cost. 

3. The Water Commissioners reserve the right to refuse to con- 
nect with plumbing which has not been examined and approved by 
the Superintendent or Agent, and service pipe laid by takers upon 
their premises must not be covered until inspected by the Agent 
of the Water Board, and quality of pipe must be determined by the 
Commissioners. 

4. No alterations in any water pipe or water fixtures, whereby 
the consumption of water is increased, shall be made without giving 
notice and obtaining a permit from the Water Commissioners. 

No plumber or other person shall make alterations in or addition 
to any water pipe or fixtures aforesaid, unless the owner or agent 
shows a permit therefor, signed by the Water Commissioners, and 
then only to the extent stated therein. 

5. All persons taking water must provide a stop and waste cock, 
properly located inside the building, and have their pipes so arranged 
that the water can be drawn from them in case of danger from frost. 

They must keep their own water pipes and all fixtures connected 
therewith in good repair and protected from frost. 

The strength of all pipes used, their protection against freezing, 
the kind of faucets and other fixtures, the general arrangement of the 
work in reference to security and safety, and the keeping of all pipes 
and fixtures in proper repair, shall be in accordance with any direc- 
tions, either special or general, given by the Water Commissioners. 
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All owners or users of pressure boilers connected direct to the 
mains of the Sharon Water Works must have the same equipped 
with a suitable check valve to prevent syphoning, and a relief valve 
to prevent overpressure, of a pattern approved by the Water Com- 
missioners. 


6. No plumber or any other person except the Superintendent 
of Water Works shall tap any water main or connect any service 
pipe therewith, nor shall any plumber or other person turn on or 
shut off the water from any pipe or hydrant where the stopcock is 
not located on his own premises. 


7. No water taker shall be allowed to supply water to any other 
person or families, nor shall any person take or carry water from 
any hydrant, watering trough or public fountain without the consent 
of the‘Water Commissioners, nor after such consent has been with- 
drawn. 


8. There shall be no unnecessary waste of water, either to pre- 
vent freezing or any other cause. All water closets must be self- 
closing. 

The use of hose must be confined to the purposes named in the 
application and to the premises of the taker and the street imme- 
diately bordering such premises. J¢ must not be used for filling tanks 
or reservoirs, or any other domestic purposes whatever. 


9. The Water Commissioners, their department officers and as- 
sistants, may enter the premises of any water taker supplied with 
water between the hours of 8 o’clock a.m. and 6 o’clock P.m., to 
examine the pipes and fixtures, the quantity of water used and the 
manner of its use. 


10. Parties using meters must measure all the water supplied to 
the premises on which they are set. 


11. When water shall be supplied to more than one party through 
a single tap, the bill for the whole supply furnished through such 
tap will be made to the owner of the estate, or some tenant who 
shall agree to become responsible. 

12. Water rates must be paid at the office of the Water Board. 
Those for regular water rates, in advance, annually, on the first 
day of July. Bills for fractional parts of a term, on the first day of 
the month succeeding the letting on of water. Bills for measured 
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and estimated water, quarterly, and all other bills for water, labor 
and materials, on the first day of month preceding their contraction. 

If bills remain unpaid for one month after they become due the 
water will be shut off, and on all bills paid after the water has been 
shut off the sum of one dollar in addition to the bill must be paid 
before water will be let on again. 

13. No person shall be entitled to damages nor to have any por- 
tion of a payment refunded for any stoppage for purposes of addi- 
tions or repairs, nor for non-use occasioned by absence, nor for 
stoppage for any purpose whatever which in the opinion of the 
Water Commissioners may be deemed necessary. 

14. No fireman or other person, except for the legitimate purpose 
of extinguishing fires, shall open any fire hydrant or stopcock con- 
nected with the fire service without the consent of the Water Com- 
missioners. 

Persons or corporations neglecting or refusing to comply with said 
Rules and Regulations are liable to have their supply of water cut 
off. 

15. On all premises continuously unoccupied for more than six 
months during the year from July to July, and where the unoccu- 
pancy is reported to the Superintendent, so that he can shut off the 
supply from the street, a rebate will be made of one-half of the rate 
above first faucet and hose charges, less a charge of $1.00 each for 
shutting off and turning on the water.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT FOR 1928 


‘To the Honorable Board of Water Commissioners of the Town of Sharon: 


Gentlemen: Herewith is submitted the Thirty-third Annual 
Report of the Superintendent of this department for the year ending 
December 31, 1928. 

The standpipe was drained, cleaned, and painted outside this year. 
‘The inside, although it has not been painted for six years, was found to 
be in good condition, very few rust spots appearing, and scarcely 
any sediment in the bottom,—better than at any previous time since 
it was built. 

We have had but three small leaks in our mains this year, and 
these were in caulked lead joints within a short space of one another. 
The buildings have been well cared for, this year painted, and what 
small repairs needed were made. 

The double rubber belt, which has been in service at Station No. 
2 for over six years, was nearly worn out. This belt has been replaced 
by an endless single leather belt, which so far has proved very satis- 
factory. Fifty services were added this year, the greatest number in 
any one year since the works were built. ‘The average cost has been 
about $23.57. This cost was a little higher than in previous years, 
owing to the increased cost of material and the labor incidental to 
tunneling under the hard roads. 

We have set seven new hydrants this year on extensions and 
replaced one old style. All these hydrants have steamer nozzles. 
One or two were repaired. The smoke flue at Station No. 1, between 
the chimney and the building, is badly corroded and should be 
replaced by a new section. 

There remains but 1,300 feet of the old six-inch cement pipe at 
the lake, which should be replaced this year. That will finish the 
job begun three years ago and make the line all cast iron pipe. 

It is hoped this year to mark every street gate on the surface 
where there is a good hard road.

The following articles will be acted on at the business session of 
this meeting, to be held by adjournment on the second Monday in 
March at 8 o’clock p.m. 


Article 2. To hear the Record of the Donors to the Sharon 
Friends School Fund and to choose Trustees of the School Funds 
and other officers not on the official ballot.

Pursuant to the provisions of the foregoing Warrant, the in- 
habitants of the Town of Sharon, qualified to vote in elections and 
Town affairs, met in the Town House at 5.45 o’clock a.m., Monday, 
March 4, 1929. The upper Town Hall was the polling place and 
specimen ballots had been posted according to law. The meeting was: 
called to order by Town Clerk Warren W. Capen, who read the Call 
and Return on the Warrant. The reading of the remainder was 
waived by unanimous consent. Moderator George A. Dennett being 
absent on account of illness, the meeting proceeded to elect a tem- 
porary Moderator, using ballots and voting list as required by law. 
Five voters cast their ballots, and no more desiring to vote, the polls 
were declared closed. Ballots were canvassed by Maude B. Chapman, 
Anna M. Connors and William O’Leary, sworn election officers. John 
S. Stressenger was found to have received all five votes and was 
declared elected temporary Moderator. Mr. Stressenger accepted the 
office and was duly sworn by the Town Clerk. Additional election 
officers were sworn as follows: Mary M. Mitchell, Theresa M. Gavin, 
David B. Neilson, Jr., Wilfred L. Howe, Clifford E. Parker, Arthur 
QO. Whittemore. 1,850 ballots were delivered to the ballot clerks, 
ballot box shown to be empty, registering zero, box locked, keys 
delivered to John B. Kennedy, Police Officer for the day, and the polls 
were declared open. Balloting proceeded under the direction of the 
Moderator, Town Clerk and the above-named election officers. 

By order of the Moderator and Town Clerk counting of ballots 
was commenced at 9.30 a.m. and continued during the progress of 
voting. At 4.25 p.m., on motion of Albert H. Urann, duly seconded, 
it was voted to keep the polls open until 5.15 o’clock, at which time 
the polls were declared closed. Ballot and check lists showed 969 
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names checked, 511 men, 458 women, and 969 ballots were taken 
from the box. Box registered 968. The ballots were canvassed, 
result recorded on total tally sheet, and declaration made by the Town 
Clerk as follows:

Baker’s, along North Main Street to Bay Street, thence along Bay 
Street to a point opposite Belcher Street; raise and appropriate the 
sum of $8,000 therefor, $1,000 of which shall come from this year’s 
tax levy, and that the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the

Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate the sum 
of $500 for the use of the Board of Selectmen to remove 17 trees from 
the westerly side of North Main Street, running in a northerly direc- 
tion from opposite the residence of W. A. Coggins, the above to 
include the removal of the stumps and the necessary refilling of the 
holes. 


Article 21. Voted: That action on Article 21 be indefinitely post- 
poned. 


Article 22. Voted: That Articles 22, 23, 24, 25, 26, 40 and 42 be 
taken up collectively. 


Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $180 to 
install 14 new street lights, the location of same to be determined by 
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a committee consisting of the Board of Selectmen and two others 
appointed by the Town. Messrs. W. L. Prescott and C. H. Nutting 
were nominated from the floor and were declared elected. 


Article 27. Voted: That the Town sell to Clarence E. Simmons 
about 51% acres of land adjoining the southerly end of the Town 
dump on Mountain Street, and the Town Treasurer, with the ap- 
proval of the Selectmen, is authorized and instructed to execute and 
deliver to said Simmons in the name and behalf of the Town a deed 
of conveyance of said land, which conveyance shall be subject to all 
incumbrances, if any, upon receipt by the Town Treasurer of $100. 


Voted: That the Town accepts and adopts as a public 
way, the relocation of Walnut Street opposite the entrance of Ridge 
Road, as laid out by the Selectmen, raise and appropriate the sum 
of $250 therefor. 


Voted: That the Board of Selectmen be authorized 
to make such disposition of the so-called Meister house, now located 
on the school property, as they deem in the best interest of the Town. 


Article 30. Voted: That the Board of Selectmen be authorized to 
have such care taken of soldiers’ graves, located in various cemeteries — 
in the Town of Sharon, as they may deem appropriate, and that the 
sum of $400 be raised and appropriated therefor. 


Article 31. Voted: That the Town of Sharon authorize and 
instruct its Board of Selectmen to take by purchase, or by right of 
eminent domain under the provisions of Chapter 79 of the General 
Laws of Massachusetts, and Chapter 40, Section 41, of said General 
Laws, or of Acts in addition thereto or in amendment thereof, for the 
purpose of preserving and protecting said Town’s water supply, the 
following described land of Emma J. Glazier:

Scale 
one inch equals two hundred feet,’’ and bounded and described as fol- 
lows: Beginning at the northeast corner of the lot at a stone bound 
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at the intersection of the westerly side line of said roadway with the 
southerly side line of said Crossmoor Road, and running south 
47° 15’ west two hundred one and eighteen hundredths (201.18) feet 
in the westerly side line of said roadway; thence south 63° 32’ west 
sixteen and seven hundredths (16.07) feet; thence south 60° 32’ west 
forty-one and sixty-four hundredths (41.64) feet; thence south 
36° 01’ west sixty-seven and twenty hundredths (67.20) feet; thence 
south 0° 40’ west one and thirty-four hundredths (1.84) feet, all by 
land of George W. Field; thence south 47° 15’ west fifty-nine and 
ninety-five hundredths (59.95) feet to a stone bound; thence south 
8° 0’ west one hundred fifty and fifteen hundredths (150.15) feet to a 
stone bound; thence 64° 30’ west three hundred sixty and eighty-five 
hundredths (860.85) feet to a stone bound, all by the land of the Town;

hundredths (616.28) feet by land of Emma J. Glazier to a stone 
bound; thence easterly seventy and five hundredths (70.05) feet in 
the southerly side line of said road by a curve of which the radius is 
nine hundred seventy-nine and ninety-two hundredths (979.92) feet 
to the point of beginning.

Excise Tax on Automobiles 


This tax, as is generally well known, takes the place of the property 
tax on automobiles. 

There will without doubt be some changes made in the law for 
the coming year, but at this writing we cannot tell what they may be. 
In 1929 there may be said to have been three periods as follows: 

1. January to June, inclusive, full value as established by the 
Tax Commissioner. 

2. July to September, inclusive, half value. 

3. October to December, inclusive, quarter value. 

The values given below are therefore full value only in the first 
period and must be multiplied by either 2 or 4, as the case may be, to 
get the full value as established by the Commissioner according to 
the law.

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REPORT OF FORESTRY COMMITTEE 


December 31, 1929. 


Board of Selectmen, Sharon, Mass. 
Mr. W. W. CapsEn, Clerk: 


The Forestry Committee desires to make a report and recom- 
mendation as follows: 


We have been conducting a study and investigation of the Town 
Forest proposition for the past two years, and in this interval have 
attended conventions of Town Forest Committees held at the State 
House in Boston and also in Westfield. We have held conferences 
with the State Forester, also with the Secretary of the Massachusetts 
Forestry Association, and have visited forests in both Walpole and 
Westfield. Also we have interviewed Mr. Phillip Allen, Mr. Bird, and 
others interested in town forests in Walpole and elsewhere. We have 
been in touch with town officials in North Attleboro, where a Town 
Forest was started some time ago. We have looked over land pos- 
sibly suitable for a Town Forest here in Sharon, and have investigated 
in other directions particularly through our Town Counsel, Mr. 
Katzmann, as to some of the legal features entering into the matter. 

Summed up, the Committee has endeavored not only to determine 
the advantages of a Town Forest, but the methods by which one 
might be acquired and the desirability of recommending one for 
Sharon. 


1. Advantages of a Town Forest. 

We believe the advantages may be summed up as follows: 
. Protection of watershed. 

. Beautification of the community. 

. Recreational advantages. 

. Protection of birds and small game. 

. Future fuel and timber supply. 


ean os 


2. Methods of acquiring a Town Forest. 
The several methods occurring to us are: 


a. By gift. 
b. By purchase. 
c. Tax title land taken for nonpayment of taxes. 
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3. Desirability of Recommending the Establishment of a Town Forest 
for Sharon. 


Careful consideration has been given to this entire proposition, 
with the result that we feel if Sharon can obtain land without ex- 
pense the advantages to our community are ample to well warrant a 
recommendation for the establishment of a Town Forest at this time 
in our community, and line up with the eighty other towns in Massa- 
chusetts which have already initiated and actually established 
Forests. 

We feel that the Town could not logically expect gifts of land at 
this time, although such might later be a natural sequence. In other 
words, we believe that land which has already become the property of 
the Town might very logically lend itself for the start of a Town 
Forest. 

We have found one such piece of real estate bordering on Bay Road, 
formerly known as the Sanford Gay property. This parcel is of 
seventy acres partially wooded and partially cleared land. The 
cleared land is well suited to tree planting. 

We have found a second parcel of land, formerly the Louise Burk- 
hardt property, which according to our Town Counsel is now owned 
by the Town. Record of ownership is cited in letter attached. This 
land consists of approximately thirteen acres and is admirably 
adapted for a part of a Town Forest as well as a part of the water- 
shed. The Committee has gone over this parcel with some 
thoroughness, and as a means of further checking their ideas 
arranged for a visit of the State Forester. Attached you will find 
the conclusions of the latter as covered in his letter to us. 

We would like to obtain at least one hundred acres, which is the 
minimum requirement for obtaining trees from the State without 
expense, but these particular parcels of land will go a long way toward 
acquiring the one hundred acres, and we would recommend adding 
to it as opportunity affords. 

We have considered the advantage of having a Town Forest in 
one parcel, but against it is the fire risk and also the difficulty in 
obtaining as much land as one hundred acres in one piece. 

We also have considered the possibility of bidding in at auction 
parcels of land to be sold for nonpayment of taxes. However, we 
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understand there are legal disadvantages to this, and that the prefer- 
able methods are to acquire by gift, by purchase, or through land now 
belonging to the Town. 

Our neighboring town of North Attleboro has obtained a Town 
Forest in exactly the same manner we propose, and through the 
assistance of the State and Forestry Commission it has been well 
started. 

While we would like to see a Town Forest nearer the center of our 
community than are these particular parcels, we must bear in mind 
that it is most difficult to readily obtain without expense land near 
the center. Furthermore, we believe that there is little difference 
in accessibility to land three to five miles from the center than to 
land two miles distant. Each location requires a conveyance, and 
in this age of the automobile, distances such as these are not great. 
Furthermore, as the years go by and the natural development during 
such an interval comes to Sharon, a parcel of land in now somewhat. 
unsettled territory unquestionably will appear different at the future 
period. 

We therefore take pride in recommending that the two parcels 
referred to, which total eighty-three acres, be established as the 
nucleus of a Town Forest. 


4. Hapense. 


As regards expense we feel that no appropriation need be asked 
for this year, but that an article for the warrant should be initiated 
for the establishment of a Town Forest, and coincident with the 
passing of such an article a Town Forest Committee should be 
appointed as provided by law. | 


As regards future expense, we believe that as soon as other parcels 
of land may be acquired the parcels should be put through the land 
court, which will involve an expenditure of probably around sixty 
dollars for one parcel and approximately twenty-five dollars addi- 
tional for each additional parcel that may be put through at the 
same time. 

We had an appropriation of one hundred dollars at our last Town 
Meeting for use by the Town Forest Planning Committee, and are 
glad to say that the work we have done has been at no expense to 
the Town and none of this one hundred dollars has been used. 
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Sometime in the future there will unquestionably be some expense 
in clearing some of the land so that growth may go forward and for 
planting beyond that which the State will care for, but this expense 
need not be great. It might be stated here, however, that the State 
of Massachusetts codperates with towns that establish at least one 
hundred ‘acres of Town Forest. The State gives five thousand trees 
absolutely free of expense to the Town, and the. Massachusetts 
Forestry Association plants that number at its own expense. 

5. Action Recommended for the March, 1930, Town Meeting. 

The only action we recommend to you for the coming Town Meet- 
ing is that you consider the insertion of an article in the warrant 
calling for the establishment of a Town Forest. You probably will 
need some advice from the Town Counsel for the proper wording of 
such an article. } 

If such an article is passed, it is our understanding that it becomes 
your duty by law to appoint a Town Forest Committee. 

We fee] that this is the next logical step and that with the appoint- 
ment of a Town Forest Committee, provided the warrant article 
referred to is passed, that the foundation is well laid for necessary 
future action looking toward the development of a Town Forest 
which should be a distinct step in the long term proper planning of 
the future of our Town of Sharon.

REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 


To the Board of Selectmen: 

I herewith submit to you the following report of my work as 
Inspector of Animals for the past year. 

The first of January, 1929, orders were received from the State 
Division of Animal Industry to make a complete inspection of all 
neat cattle, sheep and swine in the Town and the buildings and 
premises wherein the same were housed, and report the conditions 
found on blanks furnished by the department. 

Forty-seven stables were inspected, containing 368 cattle, 560 
swine and 4 sheep. 

Housing conditions were found to be generally good, as well as the 
health of the cattle, a large percentage now being under State test 
to eradicate tuberculosis. 

Five shipments of cattle came to the Town from without the 
State. 

Ten dogs were reported to the Board of Health as having bitten 
some person, and each dog so reported examined to determine if 
they showed any trace of disease. They were then held for observa- 
tion, and examined two weeks later for the same purpose. 

All of these dogs remained in good health.

Sir: In accordance with your instructions I have made an audit 
of the books and accounts of the Town of Sharon for the year ending 
December 31, 1929, and submit the following report thereon: 

The records of the financial transactions of the several departments 
receiving or disbursing money for the Town, or committing bills 
for collection, were examined, checked, and verified by a comparison 
with the reports and the books in the Town Accountant’s office. 

The Accountant’s ledger was analyzed, the appropriation accounts 
being checked to the Town meeting records of appropriations and 
transfers voted. A balance sheet, showing the financial condition of 
the Town on December 31, 1929, was prepared and is appended to 
this report. 

As may be seen from the balance sheet, there are four overdrawn 
accounts, aggregating $5,369.33, which should be provided for in

the revenue of 1930. Attention in this connection is called to See- 
tion 31, Chapter 44, General Laws. 

The payments of debt and interest were verified by a comparison 
with the cancelled bonds, notes, and coupons on file. 

The books and accounts of the Town Treasurer were examined 
and checked. The cash book was footed and proved, and the recorded 
receipts were analyzed and compared with the Accountant’s ledger 
and with the records of the departments making payments to the 
Treasurer. The payments were compared with the Selectmen’s 
warrants authorizing the Treasurer to disburse Town funds. 

The commitments of water accounts to the Town Treasurer were 
examined and compared with the Accountant’s books. The recorded 
payments to the Treasurer were verified, the abatements were 
checked, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. A 
further verification of the outstanding accounts was obtained by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the 
books as owing money to the Town, the replies received thereto 
indicating that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The Treasurer’s cash balance was proved by an actual count of 
the cash in the office and by a reconciliation of the statements fur- 
nished by the various banks in which Town funds are deposited. 


The books and accounts of the Collector of Taxes were examined 
and checked in detail. The commitments were analyzed, the receipts 
and abatements being checked to the commitment books; and the 
outstanding aceounts were listed and compared with the Account- 
ant’s ledger accounts. 

Further verification of the outstanding tax accounts was made by 
sending notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the 
books as owing money to the Town, and from the replies received 
it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The records of the sporting and dog licenses issued by the Town 
Clerk were examined, and the recorded payments to the Division of 
Fisheries and Game and to the county were verified by receipts 
on file. 

The records of receipts from licenses, the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures, and the School and Library Departments were checked 
with the Treasurer’s and the Accountant’s books. 

The securities and Savings bank books representing the invest- 
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ments of the various Trust Funds in custody of the Treasurer were 
examined and listed, the income being proved. 

The surety bonds of the officials for the faithful performance of 
duties were examined and found to be in proper form. 

Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are 
tables showing a reconciliation of the Treasurer’s cash, summaries 
of the tax, assessment and water accounts, together with tables 
showing the condition of the Trust Funds. 

While engaged in making the audit I received the co-operation of 
the various department officials, and I wish, on behalf of my assist- 
ants and for myself, to express appreciation.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee: 


The outstanding event of the year 1929 in Sharon is the completion 
and occupation by the school of the new High School building. This 
event took place on March 25, with great rejoicing on the part of the 
students and joy of relief from irksome and forbidding restraints 
on the part of the teachers. The transfer from the old building was 
made on a Friday, when an order was given for each student to pack 
his school kit and be ready to carry it to the new building on dis- 
missal. Lockers had been assigned previously, so that it was a simple 
matter to deposit books and supplies quickly in a safe place. With 
a song and a cheer for the old school the one hundred and sixty odd 
students filed out and across the yard and through the new corridors. 

Leaving their books in the lockers, and with many a curious look 
through the doors at the classrooms, they reassembled in front of 
the building of their dreams to salute it with a cheer. The removal 
of the heavier furniture was completed during the week-end, and on 
Monday, March 25, we held our first assembly in the new auditorium, 
of which we are all so proud. The significance of the experience may 
_be appreciated, if one recalls that since the preceding September 180 
students had been making the best of a seating accommodation 
designed for 108, and nine teachers patiently trying to accomplish 
their work in seven rooms, no one of which contained seats enough 
for some of the classes. To move overnight into 14 rooms, clean, 
light and airy, and assemble for the first time as a school with a 
whole seat for each one, could not but cause thrills of satisfaction 
and expressions of joy. Because the school had been organized with 
this event in mind, there was very little confusion, and no loss of 
time in getting under way in our new quarters. 

The changes in administration and organization of the schools 
made during the last two years were admittedly leading to the 
adoption of the 6-6 plan as soon as the building should be completed. 
The actual adoption of the plan came, after a long discussion of its 
merits from every angle, on April 23, to become effective at the open- 
ing of the school year. We had for two years been working under 
the departmental plan in grades 7 and 8, with part-time instruction 
in Household Arts and Woodworking, and in music. The next step 
was to authorize the beginning of Latin and Algebra at mid-year in 
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the eighth grade. The wisdom of this step is attested by the greater 
progress of these classes during the present year, when compared 
with the record of previous years. It was thought best to defer other 
changes in the program of studies and swing into the completed 
six-year high school program gradually. There seems to be no reason 
why further adjustments of the curriculum should not be made for 
the next school year. 

In the first three years of the school program for the primary 
schools we are breaking away from the lockstep of the grades by 
dropping the names first grade, second grade, and so on, as meaning 
years of school, and grouping the children according to maturity of 
development into small divisions, and permitting the transfer of the 
child from one to another division whenever there is evidence that 
such transfer will be to the advantage of the child. Inequalities of 
maturity, whether due to age, health, or misfortune, are more easily 
handled and much to the’ advantage of the slower and faster groups 
alike. We found so great difference in the maturity of the entering 
class this year that it was decided to employ three teachers for the 
first grade. The advantage to the children, very evident to those 
who made the tour of the grades with us in November, is ample 
defense for this added expense. There will be no “failures” next 
June, for there will be no “‘promotions.’’ Each pupil will be as nearly 
as we can make it where he should be, and will continue after the 
summer vacation with his group until such time as transfer to another 
group is desirable. I shall be very much surprised if we do not find 
that many have progressed faster than under the year-by-year 
method of promotion. 


We have to record the usual number of changes during the year 
in the personnel of our teaching staff.

Mr. Herman G. McGrath, for seven years the submaster and 
coach, resigned to take a position in the Boston schools. Miss 
Elizabeth Wellington, teacher of English, accepted an attractive 
position in California. Miss Annie Floodstrand, for three years 
substitute for Miss Curley, who was on leave of absence, accepted 
a commercial position in Boston. Mr. Arvid Jacobson, teacher of 
Manual Training, accepted a more attractive position in Milton. 
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In adjusting ourselves to these losses from the faculty, and the 
changes in organization which had been approved, the following 
appointments were made:

THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


Resignations were received on or before August 1 from Grace E. 
Forster, Grade 1; Grace E. Janes, Grade 2; Mr. Coburn W. Tripp, 
Grade 8, and in November from Miss Margaret V. Lawton. The 
vacancies were filled by the appointment of Mr. William B. Arm- 
strong as Junior Master, Mrs. Jewell E. Hughes for Grade 3, Miss 
Grace U. Barlow for Grade 2. Later appointments were those of 
Miss Barbara Walter, Grade 1, and Mrs. Ruth H. Brown, Grade 5. 

Miss Ednah M. Clegg, who was appointed a Supervisor of Primary 
Grades, later consented to take a third-grade room, to make possible 
this year the desired changes in Grade 1. 

This annual turnover of teachers is admittedly a hindrance to 
efficiency. In nearly every instance our teachers have secured more 
desirable positions, a fact which indicates the merit of our staff and 
the necessity of higher salaries, if we wish to stop or check the turn- 
over. 


LUNCH SERVICE AT THE HIGH ScHOOL 


Soon after the opening of the fall term there seemed to be a demand 
for lunch service. Steps were taken to meet this need. After two 
months of trial it seems to be feasible to serve a substantial and 
palatable lunch at a cost of from 5 cents to 25 cents. An average of 
175 pupils patronize the lunch. No profit is sought from the project, 
the price charged being merely enough to meet the expenses incurred 
for food and labor. 


HEALTH PROGRAM 


The report of the school nurse, Mrs. O’ Donnell, indicates the range 
of activities undertaken in the schools. In seasons of threatening 
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epidemic, Mrs. O’Donnell has been very vigilant in isolating those 
who have shown any symptoms of a contagious disease. Without 
doubt, the efficiency of our health workers, physician, nurse and 
teachers alike, is one large factor in preventing serious epidemics 
and maintaining so high a degree of health in our schools. 

In September systematic instruction in physical training in the 
gymnasium was begun, and in November a demonstration of the 
aims and methods of physical training was given. Other public 
meetings for this purpose are already scheduled.

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WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 
FOR 1929 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


The Board of Water Commissioners herewith submits its Thirty- 
fourth Annual Report, together with the report of the Superintendent, 
for the year 1929. 

At the annual town meeting it was voted to lay a six-inch water 
main in North Main Street and Bay Road to supply the parties 
living on Belcher Street, and an appropriation was made for this 
purpose. The work was started the latter part of March and finished 
early in July. 

In June a larger vacuum tank was installed in Station No. 2, to 
take care of the air from the wells, and since then very few complaints 
have been received. While we had considerable rainfall in the early 
spring, during the summer, in common with other towns all over the 
state, we experienced an unprecedented drought, which began to 
affect our water supply, and it became necessary to restrict the use 
of hose in order to maintain a sufficient supply for domestic purposes. 
During the latter part of the summer complaints began to be made 
as to the quality of the water. The State Board of Health made 
chemical analysis of the water taken from different sections of the 
Town and reported that the corrosion present was due to organic 
matter. 

It was suggested by them that we employ an engineer. After con- 
sultation with Metcalf and Eddy, engineers of Boston, as to the best 
means of remedying the trouble, and from the result of chemical 
tests made by them also, it was decided to treat the water to avoid as 
far as possible a recurrence of the trouble. Blow-offs were installed 
on several dead ends, and frequent blowing off was resorted to, 
which helped the situation for the time being. 

About forty-three acres of land adjoining the watershed was taken 
for the purpose of protecting and safeguarding the water supply 
and giving the Town partial control of Beaver Hole Meadow Brook. 

In November a Venturi Meter was installed in Station No. 2, 
and now the amount of water pumped can be definitely determined. 
Our power bill this year is considerably in excess over last year 
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owing to the fact that the pump has had to be run nearly continuously 
and with a considerably higher vacuum -than, last, year. 
Extensions have been made this year as follows: 


Bay Road, 1,741 feet of six-inch pipe. 
Belcher Street, 440 feet of six-inch pipe. 
Gertrude Avenue, 579 feet of six-inch pipe. 
Glendale Road, 851 feet of six-inch pipe. 
Goodrich Place, 323 feet of six-inch pipe. 
Gun House Street, 620 feet of six-inch pipe. 
Harold Street, 223 feet of six-inch pipe. — 
High Street, 346 feet of six-inch pipe. 

North Main Street, 1,779 feet of six-inch pipe. 
South Main Street, 272 feet of six-inch pipe. 
Massapoag Street, 1,311 feet of six-inch pipe. 
Ridge Road, 243 feet of six-inch pipe. 

Sylvian Road, 175 feet of six-inch pipe. 


There was also about 150 feet of pipe lowered on Canton Street. 

As is customary we would advise all water takers to try their 
cellar stops in the early fall and remedy any defect requiring the 
water to be shut off at the curb. This request has been generally 
complied with. Also where cottages are used only in the summer 
it is advisable to have the water shut off at the curb as early in the 
fall as possible. One case occurred this year where the pipe burst 
inside the building and water ran for considerable time before the 
break was discovered. 

All users of hose are requested to keep within the limits of two 
hours per day, and observe the fact that the use of hose between the 
hours of 9 p.m. and 5 A.M. is strictly prohibited.

SHARON WATER WORKS 
Regulations and Water Rates 


The following regulations shall be considered a part of the con- 
tract with every person who uses water: 

1. All applications for the use of water must be made at the office 
of the Water Commissioners on the form prescribed, stating truly 
and fully the various uses to which the water is to be applied, and 
signed by the owner or agent of the property. 

2. Connections and service pipes. The Commissioners will make 
all connections with the mains and extend the service pipes to the 
street line, furnishing the pipe and stopcocks (which pipes and stop- 
cocks shall remain the property of the Town and under its sole con- 
trol). All service pipes and fixtures inside the street line shall be 
put in by the consumer or at his cost. 

3. The Water Commissioners reserve the right to refuse to con- 
nect with plumbing which has not been examined and approved by 
the Superintendent or Agent, and service pipe laid by takers upon 
their premises must not be covered until inspected by the Agent 
of the Water Board, and quality of pipe must be determined by the 
Commissioners. 

4. No alterations in any water pipe or water fixtures, whereby 
the consumption of water is increased, shall be made without giving 
notice and obtaining a permit from the Water Commissioners. 

No plumber or other person shall make alterations in or addition 
to any water pipe or fixtures aforesaid, unless the owner or agent 
shows a permit therefor, signed by the Water Commissioners, and 
then only to the extent stated therein. 

5. All persons taking water must provide a stop and waste cock, 
properly located inside the building, and have their pipes so arranged 
that the water can be drawn from them in case of danger from frost. 

They must keep their own water pipes and all fixtures connected 
therewith in good repair and protected from frost. 

The strength of all pipes used, their protection against freezing, 
the kind of faucets and other fixtures, the general arrangement of the 
work in reference to security and safety, and the keeping of all pipes 
and fixtures in proper repair, shall be in accordance with any direc- 
tions, either special or general, given by the Water Commissioners. 
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All owners or users of pressure boilers connected direct to the 
mains of the Sharon Water Works must have the same equipped 
with a suitable check valve to prevent syphoning, and a relief valve 
to prevent overpressure, of a pattern approved by the Water Com- 
missioners. 

6. No plumber or any other person except the Superintendent 
of Water Works shall tap any water main or connect any service 
pipe therewith, nor shall any plumber or other person turn on or 
shut off the water from any pipe or hydrant where the stopcock is 
not located on his own premises. 

7. No water taker shall be allowed to supply water to any other 
person or families, nor shall any person take or carry water from 
any hydrant, watering trough or public fountain without the consent 
of the Water Commissioners, nor after such consent has been with- 
drawn. 

8. There shall be no unnecessary waste of water, either to pre- 
vent freezing or any other cause. All water closets must be self- 
closing. 

The use of hose must be confined to the purposes named in the 
application and to the premises of the taker and the street imme- 
diately bordering such premises. Jt must not be used for filling tanks 
or reservoirs, or any other domestic purposes whatever. 

9. The Water Commissioners, their department officers and as- 
sistants, may enter the premises of any water taker supplied with 
water between the hours of 8 o’clock a.m. and 6 o’clock P.M., to 
examine the pipes and fixtures, the quantity of water used and the 
manner of its use. 

10. Parties using meters must measure all the water supplied to 
the premises on which they are set. 

11. When water shall be supplied to more than one party through 
a single tap, the bill for the whole supply furnished through such 
tap will be made to the owner of the estate, or some tenant who 
shall agree to become responsible. 

12. Water rates must be paid at the office of the Water Board. 
Those for regular water rates, in advance, annually, on the first 
day of July. Bills for fractional parts of a term, on the first day of 
the month succeeding the letting on of water. Bills for measured 
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and estimated water, quarterly, and all other bills for water, labor 
and materials, on the first day of month preceding their contraction. 

If bills remain unpaid for one month after they become due the 
water will be shut off, and on all bills paid after the water has been 
shut off the sum of one dollar in addition to the bill must be paid 
before water will be let on again. 

13. No person shall be entitled to damages nor to have any por- 
tion of a payment refunded for any stoppage for purposes of addi- 
tions or repairs, nor for non-use occasioned by absence, nor for 
stoppage for any purpose whatever which in the opinion of the 
Water Commissioners may be deemed necessary. 

14. No fireman or other person, except for the legitimate purpose 
of extinguishing fires, shall open any fire hydrant or stopcock con- 
nected with the fire service without the consent of the Water Com- 
missioners. | 

Persons or corporations neglecting or refusing to comply with said 
Rules and Regulations are liable to have their supply of water cut 
off. 

15. On all premises continuously unoccupied for more than six 
months during the year from July to July, and where the unoccu- 
pancy is reported to the Superintendent, so that he can shut off the 
supply from the street, a rebate will be made of one-half of the rate 
above first faucet and hose charges, less a charge of $1.00 each for 
shutting off and turning on the water.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT FOR 1929 


To the Honorable Board of Water Commissioners of the Town of Sharon: 

Gentlemen: Herewith is submitted the Thirty-fourth Annual 
Report of the Superintendent of this department for the year ending 
December 31,, 1929, We were fortunate in not having a leak in the 
mains this year that showed up on the surface. We did have two 
leaks in service pipes that, were caused by trucks running over them, 
and they were promptly repaired. All the cement pipe on Massapoag 
Street was replaced by cast iron. The two-inch on Glendale Road 
and also on Ridge Road, which had been in use for nearly thirty 
years, was relaid with six-inch, east iron, and hydrants so placed as 
to protect the property. 

Sharon’s per capita consumption of water is Moret dera ca more 
than is used by some towns of about the same population, but several 
of these towns are in part or wholly metered, and are more compact, 
while Sharon’s water takers are widely scattered, which requires 
frequent flushing of the mains, which uses quite an amount of water 
but can hardly be avoided. We replaced two hydrants that had been 
worn out by two of modern construction with steamer nozzles. 

In some sections of the Town there are numerous dead ends that 
should be connected together: to: abolish: this feature and strengthen 
the distributing system. The chimney at Station No. 1 was rebuilt 
several feet from the top down, and. provided with a concrete cap 
which should last for several years. The smoke flue was replaced 
between the inside of the building and the chimney and made a 
marked improvement in the draft; the old flue fell to pieces when 
being taken down. Station No. 2 has been provided with a new 
automatic switch and the old one sent away to be rebuilt. The new 
switch makes closer regulation of the pump possible. 

Late in December there was purchased a gasoline-driven pump for 
pumping out the wells and for general purposes. 

We have also bought a set of chain falls and several other tools, 
sO we are in position to do most of our constructing and repairing. 

There were added this year 27 services at an average cost of about 
$21.78 each.

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It shall at all reasonable times have access to public documents or informa- 
tion in the possession of any town official or department. It shall examine 
the plans for the exterior of any public building, monument or similar feature, 
and for the development and treatment of the grounds about the same before 
the adoption thereof, and may make such recommendation thereon as it may 
deem needful. 

It may provide for public lectures and other educational work in connec- 
tion with its recommendations. 

It may incur expenses necessary to the carrying on of its work within the 
amount of its annual appropriations. 

Sec. 3. All plans [for laying out, extending, discontinuing or changing the 
limits of any way, street, public park or square, and every purchase] of land 
for the site of any public building, and all plans for the location, erection or 
alteration of public buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion 
at Jeast two weeks in advance of action by the Board of Selectmen. 


Notr.—Part between brackets not approved by the Attorney General, did 
not therefore become part of by-law. 


Article 25. Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate the sum 
of $100 for the use of the Preliminary Town Planning Committee 
during the current year.

To elect 
as members of the Building Committee the following tax payers: 
Mr. Walter A. White, Mr. Fred Kelle, Mr. Frederick 8. Antoine. 
The above $5,000 to be provided as follows: By transfer of $3,000 
from the School Fire Loss Account and the balance of $2,000 frorn 
this year’s tax levy. Contract for work to be let and closed by ob- 
taining open competitive bids. 

Mr. White stated that he would decline to serve if elected, not 
being qualified. 

Mr. E. A. Chapin offered an amendment that a building com- 
mittee of five be appointed by the Moderator, which was lost on a 
rising vote. 

Mr. F. A. Heuser offered the following amendment: 

That a committee of five, one of whom is a member of the School 
Committee be nominated and elected from the floor, with instruc- 
tions to repair the High Street School Building, including adequate 
toilet facilities and heating plant at a cost not to exceed $6,000, 
$3,000 of which is to be transferred from the School Fire Loss Ac- 
count, and $3,000 to be raised and appropriated from this year’s tax 
levy. 

Mr. F. E. Walter, Chairman of School Committee and Mr. Hamil- 
ton W. Mansur, member of School Committee, each stated that they 
would decline to serve if elected. 

This amendment was carried by a rising vote, 214 to 169. 

The following persons were nominated and elected: William G. 
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Darrow, who declined to serve; Frederick S. Antoine, Frederick W. 
Kelle, Louise T. Fullerton, a member of School Committee who de- 
clined to serve; Frederick V. Brittain, who declined to serve. 

As no member of the School Committee would serve, the validity 
of the vote was questioned and it was voted to reconsider the Article. 
A rising vote to reconsider was lost by vote of 172 to 181. An im- 
possible situation was apparently created and by advice of the Town 
Counsel, John Ballantyne, the Moderator declared the vote void. 

Mr. H. 8. Freeman offered an amendment to the original motion, 
that a committee of three be appointed from the floor, which was lost 
on a rising vote. 

This brought matters to the original motion. At this point Mr. 
Rudolph Stolar moved to adjourn, which was duly seconded and it 
was voted to adjourn. 

Moderator declared meeting adjourned at 10 o’clock, p.M., sine die.

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QurEsTION No. 1. PrRoposep AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 


Shall an amendment to the Constitution relative to the appor- 
tionment of senatorial, representative and councillor districts, 
further described as follows: 

The proposed amendment of the Constitution provides for the 
annulment of Article XXI of the Articles of Amendment of the 
Constitution and the substitution therefor of a new Article X XJ, 
and for the annulment of Article XXII of the Articles of Amend- 
ment of the Constitution and the substitution therefor of a new 
Article XXII. The proposed amendment embodies in substance the 
following changes in and additions to said Articles XXI and XXII: 


1. In proposed Article XXI, towns of twelve thousand in- 
habitants or more may be divided in forming representative dis- 
tricts. No precincts, however, in such towns may be divided. In 
taking the census the special enumeration of legal voters shall 
specify the number residing in each precinct of such towns. Under 
existing Amendment X XI no town may be divided and no speci- 
fication of the number of voters in a precinct is required. 


2. The division of a county into representative districts and 
the apportionment of representatives to districts therein is to be 
made by “The county commissioners or other body acting as such 
or, in lieu thereof, such board of special commissioners in each 
county as may for that purpose be provided by law,...” Under 
Article XXI as it now stands the division and apportionment is 
made by “The mayor and aldermen of the city of Boston, the county 
commissioners of other counties than Suffolk,—or in leu of the 
mayor and aldermen of the city of Boston, or of the county com- 
missioners in each county other than Suffolk, such board of special 
commissioners in each county, to be elected by the people of the 
county, or of the towns therein, as may for that purpose be provided 
by law, ...’ The time for assembling of such commissioners, 
board or body for the purpose of making such division and appor- 
tionment is also changed, from the first Tuesday of August next 
after each assignment by the Legislature of the number of repre- 
sentatives to each county, to a time within thirty days after certi- 
fication by the Secretary of the Commonwealth to such commis- 
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sioners, board or body of the number so assigned, or within such 
other period as the General Court may by law provide. 


3. Under the proposed Articles, each special enumeration shall 
be the basis for determining the districts, senatorial, representative 
and councillor, for the ten-year period beginning in the fourth 
January following said special enumeration and the present division 
of districts is to remain in effect until January, 1939. Under the 
existing amendments the ten-year period is the period between the 
taking of each census. (Thus, the next redivision based upon the 
next census in 1935 would, under the proposed Articles, affect those 
elected in 1938 to hold office beginning in January, 1939, instead 
of affecting those elected in 1936 to hold office beginning in January, 
1937. Under existing amendments representation of newly created 
districts begins in January of the second year after each ten-year 
census, whereas under the proposed article it would begin in January 
of the fourth year thereafter.) The number of representatives (240), 
senators (40), and councillors (8) is not changed. 


4. The Legislature may limit the time within which a division 
of representative, councillor or senatorial districts may be ques- 
tioned by judicial proceedings. The existing amendments contain 
no provision that itself limits or authorizes the Legislature to limit 
such time, which received in a joint session of the two Houses held 
May 17, 1928, 182 votes in the affirmative and 48 in the negative, 
and at a joint session of the two Houses held May 26, 1930, re- 
ceived 155 votes in the affirmative and 88 in the negative, be

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REPORT OF FORESTRY COMMITTEE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sharon: 


The Forestry Committee has procured plans during the past year 
of each of the separate pieces of town property suitable for forestry 
and these have been forwarded to the State Forester. 

The State Forester has enlarged these plans to uniform size and is 
now planning to survey each of these and recommmend just what 
should be done to cover a five-year program. It is hoped that some 
of the work that will be proposed may be carried out during each of 
the years 1931, 1982, 19383, 1934 and 1935. 

We wish also to emphasize the following: The Secretary of the 
Massachusetts Forestry Association has gotten together a com- 
mittee to study the forestry problems for the twenty-nine towns in 
Norfolk County, and the following recommendations, made specifi- 
cally for Sharon, should have very careful attention. 


1. Provide for local forest fire patrol. 
2. Acquire portable fire pumps for forest fire suppression. 


3. Authorize forest warden to use part of his appropriation for 
elimination of fire hazards and location of water supplies. 


4. Establish town forest or enlarge present forest to include ten 
per cent of the forest area of the town. 


The Forestry Committee of Sharon feels that it is of great impor- 
tance that the present fire warden should be empowered to do every- 
thing possible to preserve what forests we now have and what forests 
may be established. 

It is a most depressing thing to see hundreds or thousands of 
dollars’ worth of damage done to trees by forest fires that garage be 
easily prevented.

REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


I herewith submit to you the following report of my work as 
Inspector of Animals for the past year. 

In January orders were received from Division of Animal Industry 
to make a complete inspection of all neat cattle, sheep and swine in 
the town, and the buildings and premises wherein the same were 
housed, and to report the condition found on blanks furnished by the 
Department. 

Forty-two stables were inspected containing 335 cattle and 83 
swine. 

Several cattle were brought into the town from without the state. 

There were 20 cases of dogs reported as being suspicious of having 
rabies or of having bitten some person. 

These were all investigated and examined. In the case of a dog 
having bitten a person two examinations were made with an interval 
of two weeks. Not any of these cases proved to be dogs afflicted 
with rabies.

Gentlemen: I submit herewith my report of an audit of the accounts 
of the Town of Sharon for the year ending December 31, 1930, made 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44 of the General Laws. 
This report is in the form of a report made to me by Mr. Edward H. 
Fenton, Chief Accountant of this Division.

Sir: As directed by you I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the Town of Sharon for the fiscal year ending December 
31, 1930, and report thereon as follows: 

The financial transactions of the Town, as recorded on the books 
of the several departments receiving or disbursing money or com- 
mitting bills for collection, were examined and checked to the Town 
Accountant’s books. 

The books and accounts of the Town Accountant were examined 
and checked in detail. The reported receipts were checked with the 
records in the several departments collecting money for the Town 
and with the Treasurer’s cash book; and the recorded expenditures 
were checked with the Selectmen’s warrants authorizing payments 
and with the vouchers and payrolls on file.

An analysis of the ledger was made, a trial balance was drawn off, 
proving the accounts to be in balance, and a balance sheet showing 
the financial condition of the Town on December 31, 1930, was pre- 
pared and is appended to this report. 

The Town Clerk’s record of appropriations, transfers, and loan 
orders voted by the Town was examined and checked to the Account- 
ant’s ledger. 

It was noted that the Town voted to transfer the proceeds from 
the sale of the Meister House to the reserve fund, this being contrary 
to the provisions of Section 4, Chapter 303, Acts of 1923. 

The custom of making an annual appropriation for a contingent 
fund, from which account transfers are made by the Selectmen to 
various departmental appropriations, is still being followed, although 
attention was called to this practice in the audit report for the year 
of 1927. Since the Town also provides annually for a reserve fund 
in accordance with Section 6, Chapter 40, General Laws, it is recom- 
mended that the contingent appropriation be eliminated, and that 
the appropriation for the statutory reserve fund, which is under the 
control of the Warrant Committee, be made sufficient to provide for 
any unforeseen or extraordinary expenses. | 

The books and accounts of the Town Treasurer were examined 
and checked, the recorded receipts being compared with the records 
of departmental payments to the Treasurer, with other sources from 
which money was paid into the Town treasury, and with the Ac- 
countant’s books; and the disbursements were checked with the 
warrants issued by the Selectmen. 

The outstanding debt was verified, and the debt and interest 
payments were checked with the amounts falling due and with the 
cancelled securities and coupons on file. 

The cash balance as of January 12, 1931, was verified by an actual 
count of the cash in the office and by reconciling the various bank 
accounts with statements furnished by the banks. 

The savings bank books representing the investments of trust 
funds in custody of the Treasurer were examined, the income and 
expenditures being verified and found to be as recorded. 

The commitments of water rates and services to the Town Treas- 
urer were examined. The recorded collections were compared with 
the payments to the Treasurer as recorded on the Treasurer’s and 
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the Accountant’s books, the recorded abatements were checked with 
the records of abatements granted by the Water Commissioners, and 
the outstanding accounts were listed and proved to the Accountant’s 
ledger. — 

The outstanding accounts were further verified by mailing notices 
to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
money to the Town, the replies thereto indicating that the accounts 
as listed are correct. 

The books and accounts of the Collector of Taxes were examined 
and checked. The recorded collections were compared with the 
payments to the Treasurer as recorded on the Treasurer’s and the 
Accountant’s books, the abatements were compared with the Asses- 
sors’ records of abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and proved to the Accountant’s ledger. Verification 
notices were mailed to a number of persons whose names appeared 
on the books as owing money to the Town and from the replies 
received it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 

The Town Clerk’s records of sporting and dog licenses issued were 
examined, the payments to the Division of Fisheries and Game and 
to the county, respectively, being verified. 

In addition to the departments and accounts mentioned, the 
records of all other departments collecting money for the Town were 
examined. 

The surety bonds furnished by the various officials for the faithful 
performance of duties were examined and found to be in proper form. 

In addition to the balance sheet there are appended to this report 
tables showing a reconciliation of the Treasurer’s cash, summaries of 
the tax, assessment, water, and departmental accounts, together 
with tables showing the transactions and conditions of the Trust 
Funds. |

TOWN PLANNING COMMITTEE 


Board of Selectmen, Sharon, Massachusetts: 


The Temporary Town Planning Committee submits its report as 
follows: 


_ The By-laws establishing a permanent Town Planning Board, 
recommended by us and passed by the Town at the Town Meeting 
of March 10, 1930, were later approved, except for a relatively unim- 
portant clause, by the Attorney General. The members of this 
Board are elected by ballot beginning with the Town Meeting of 
March, 1931. 

Our committee has hesitated to become involved in any definite 
program, knowing that the permanent Board was to be elected the 
coming year, and we have therefore confined our activities to a few 
meetings and to attendance at the meetings of the Massachusetts 
Federation of Planning Boards. 

We have not found it necessary to use any of the appropriation of 
$100 made at the last March meeting. 


The Duties of the Planning Board 


The new Board will be governed by not only the By-laws of the 
Town but also certain sections of the General Laws of the State. It 
is required to make careful studies of the resources, possibilities and 
needs of the town; to advise upon municipal improvements either 
at the request of other officials of the Town or upon its own initiative; 
to consider and develop a Town plan, with special attention to main 
ways, land developments, zoning, playgrounds and parks and sites 
for permanent school plants; to meet at regular intervals; and to 
report to the annual Town meetings. It should be noted that the 
Board, if it is to accomplish anything, will need the cooperation of 
the Selectmen and other Town officials and that its services will be 
available to them. 

We bespeak such cooperation from the other Boards and officials 
of the Town and are confident that, under such conditions, the new 
Planning Board will more than justify its existence. 
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Sharon’s Future 


It makes no difference whether or not we want the Town to grow, 
it is growing and in all probability will continue to grow. If it grows 
as fast in the next 20 years as in the past 20 years—a very con- 
servative assumption—there will be, in 1950, 1,100 more people 
or probably at least 300 more families in the Town. This means 
among other thmgs that many new houses will be built, several 
miles of new streets will be accepted, more automobiles will be 
using the streets, and new places of business of various kinds will be 
established. In order to prevent this growth from being hap- 
hazard and causing inconvenience and expense, it must be controlled, 
and in this the new Planning Board can be of assistance. 


Street Layout 


Our present highways follow old road locations or were laid out 
by the developers of individual tracts of land. There is little har- 
mony or logic in some of them. While existing highways probably 
can not be changed materially, much improvement could be made 
by small changes and it is probable that some new through highways 
should be laid out soon while the land is cheap, with the idea of 
forestalling the construction of buildings where a highway will later 
be needed. The highway itself should not be constructed until it is 
needed. 

We feel that the Town officials should have some control of the 
street layout in land developments, and we plan therefore to intro- 
duce an article at the next Town meeting which if passed will make 
the Board of Selectmen a Board of Survey. 


Board of Survey 


As the need for control of the location of new streets has arisen 
in many communities, the State has provided through the General 
Laws for the setting up of such a control. If the Town accepts 
Section 73 of Chapter 41 of the General Laws, the Board of Select- 
men are constituted a Board of Survey. Sections 74 to 81 inclusive 
of the above chapter provide, after the establishment of a Board of 
Survey, for the filing of plans with that Board before the opening of 
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a private way to public use, for the approval of such plans by the 
Board after a hearing and such alterations as it deems necessary, and 
for the establishment of the lines of other ways. 


Playgrounds and Parks 


The Town owns little property available for playground and park 
purposes, and in particular it lacks a ‘““Town Common.” As time 
goes on and land values increase, and as more land is occupied by 
buildings it will be increasingly difficult to acquire property for these 
purposes. 

Zoning 

The Town has a slight restriction on buildings in its Building Law, 
but needs more control of future building—control as to minimum 
area of lot upon which a building can be built and as to the use made 
of buildings in certain districts, etc. These and other things can be 
equitably controlled by a proper zoning by-law, and unless control 
is exercised over such matters we may get a “shack’’ development 
in certain districts and undesirable buildings or businesses in resi- 
dential districts, seriously injuring the investments that citizens 
have made in their homes or at least causing them inconvenience and 
annoyance. 


Grade Crossing Elimination 


It must be recognized that a dangerous condition exists in the 
present grade crossing at the Sharon railroad station. While there 
have been no accidents at the crossing of any consequence in recent 
years, there have been numerous narrow escapes, and we believe it 
is only a question of time before a serious accident occurs. We feel 
that the grade crossing should be eliminated at the earliest possible 
time. 


Sewers 


The South Metropolitan Sewer is now being extended to take in 
Canton, Stoughton, Norwood and Walpole, with provision for future 
connections for Sharon and a part of Westwood. A sewerage system 
in Sharon is an improvement which we believe would be looked upon

with favor by a great majority of the citizens provided the cost was 
not unreasonable. This might well be the subject of some prelimi- 
nary study. 


Recommendations to Planning Board 


We recommend to this Board, for its consideration, the following 
matters: 


Preparation of a Thoroughfare Plan. 

Preparation of a Zoning By-law. 

Study of Parks and Playgrounds. 

Study of Possible Elimination of Grade Crossing at Sharon Station. 
Determination of Approximate Cost of Sewerage System. 


Membership in Massachusetts Federation of Planning Boards. 


Recommendations to the Town 


We recommend that, at the next annual Town meeting, there be 
appropriated a nominal sum of money—say $100— to cover inci- 
dental expenses of the Planning Board during the next year and that, 
in the future, when the Planning Board has formulated its plans, it 
be given sufficient sums to carry them out. Such sums will probably 
amount to only a few hundreds of dollars in any case, and any money 
so expended will be well invested and will be reflected in reduced 
taxes or otherwise in later years. 

In conclusion, we wish to thank the Selectmen and other officials 
of the Town for their whole-hearted cooperation and assistance.

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THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee of Sharon: 


In compliance with your request, this report will be chiefly a re- 
view of the achievement of the schools during the last five years. 
The purpose of such a review, I understand, is, first, to place on 
record, as a matter of historical interest in years to come, facts which 
should be remembered, and, second, to show, from our viewpoint, 
what success has been attained in Sharon in keeping pace with the 
rapidly changing ideals and procedures in public education. 

In looking over the records, official and private, for the last five 
years and noting the “high spots” of progress, the following list is 
obtained: | 


1. Higher standards for scholarship. 
2. Decreased annual turnover in teachers. 
3. Course of study gradually reconstructed. 
4. Division of grades to avoid rooms with mixed grades. 
5. Departmental teaching in Grades 7 and 8. 
6. Full time instruction in Music, Art, Domestic Science, Manual 
Training, and Physical Training. 
7. Breaking lock-step control in first years. 
8. A six-year High School program adopted. 
9. Maintenance of assemblies in the High School for practice in 
behavior on the stage and in an audience. 
10. Gradual substitution of self-directed government for “‘police 
control’’ methods. 
11. Attainment of higher ideals of conduct, and sportsmanship in 
work and play. 
12. Dental clinic established. 
13. The best maintained school property to be found in towns of 
equal size. 


For sake of brevity let us examine these several statements in 
groups. 
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PHYSICAL GROWTH 


In March, 1926, there were in use for school purposes the old High 
School with six class rooms and a laboratory; the Wilber School, with 
eight rooms and a Domestic Science laboratory; the High Street 
building, with four rooms; and one room in the basement of the town 
library. The High School with nine teachers working in six class 
rooms was overcrowded. Seven rooms at the Wilber were filled to 
capacity by splitting grades, and the eighth room, of which the seating 
capacity is normally forty-two, contained forty-eight pupils. The 
High Street building was filled with a part of grade IV, all of grade 
III, and a part of grade IJ. The remainder of grade II was housed in 
the basement of the library. 

During the summer of 1926 the old Grammar School building at 
School and Main Streets was remodelled into a three-room building 
of the bungalow type and equipped for use with the first grade, so 
that with the opening of the fall term, 1926, there were in use for school 
purposes four buildings — the High School, with six class rooms and a 
laboratory; the Wilber School, with eight rooms and a Domestic 
Science laboratory; the High Street building, with four rooms; and 
the School Street building, with three rooms; a total of twenty-one 
class rooms and two laboratories. The noteworthy facts to be noticed 
here are that in the High School there were nine teachers and only 
six rooms, and in the Wilber School an overcrowded eighth-grade 
room. 

With the completion of the new High School in the spring of 1929 
congestion problems seemed to be over. But it was not so for long. 
In February of 1930 fire put the High Street building out of use. The 
old High School was reopened and temporary quarters provided for 
the four schools removed from the High Street building. Meanwhile 
the attendance at the High School continued to be large, and with the 
adoption of the six-year program it seemed to the Committee to be 
wise to continue to use the old High building for intermediate grade, 
so that now in 1930 we have a total of twenty-nine class rooms, 
exclusive of gymnasium and laboratories. 

The equipment of the schools and the maintenance of the property 
is excellent, is the subject of commendatory remark by traveling 
visitors, and rightly a reason for town pride. 
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The growth of the schools in numbers has not been great — 
approximately 15%. In Sharon as in most towns, there has been an 
increasingly large number attending High School each year because 
of larger entering classes and fewer pupils dropping out during the 
four years. 

Increase in attendance at High School from this source has nearly 
reached its limit, since practically all from the lower grades continue 
on in High School and the loss by withdrawal is fairly constant. Any 
further increase in attendance will be due to increase in population 
and it is not likely to be large. 

It was a surprise to some that the staff of teachers required for the 
High School after entering the new-building was no larger than it was 
while we were in the smaller building. The explanation is that we 
were already carrying the same courses of study, but in cramped 
quarters and with less efficiency. One additional teacher has been 
employed since, for Physical Training. Teachers of music and of 
art, who formerly were part-time teachers are now on full time. 

The increase in number of teachers in the grades has been caused 
by assigning two rooms to each grade and a sub-principal to the Junior 
division of the High School, and to the opening of a third room for 
the first grade. The whole number of teachers, all now on full time, 
is thirty-one. In 1926 it was twenty-seven, of whom four were on 
part time. 


ORGANIZATION 


In 1926 the organization of the Sharon schools was on what is 
known as the 8-4 plan; that is, there were eight grades in the ele- 
mentary schools and four years in the High School. The elementary 
schools were popularly divided into the Primary and Grammar 
grades. The lock-step progress through the grades was quite rigidly 
enforced; that is to say, each pupil was expected to give one year to 
each grade, regardless of ability, age, or precocity, and the circum- 
stance of illness or absence must delay progress a whole year at least. 
The grammar grades, the seventh and eighth, were supposedly giving 
the proper training either for those who could go no further with 
formal schooling, or for those who would take up the High School 
course in preparation for college or technical school. The four-year 
High School course was, as it still is, chiefly, the traditional course, 
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prescribed in essentials by the colleges, in units acceptable for admis- 
sion credits, fourteen or fifteen of which were required. The only 
alternative to this program was a two-year commercial course, 
beginning in the third year and designed to prepare the student for 
the simplest clerical or secretarial position offered in business. 

Conviction that this organization is inadequate for twentieth- 
century living has been growing for decades, and our leading thinkers 
in Education have been proposing changes in organization, both in 
form and content, to increase the effectiveness of the public schools. 
Progressive cities and towns have been adopting the improvements, 
gradually at first, and then with increasing frequency. One such is 
popularly known as the Junior High School. Confessedly the Junior 
High School is the result of an attempt to adapt the curriculum to 
individual needs and to produce outcomes which will function in 
desirable citizenship, and the name Junior High School is merely a 
popular name for the embodiment of a progressive movement in 
public education. 

Sharon, like other towns, was committed to the old order with 
all of its shortcomings. To break from it suddenly was not wise, even 
if possible. The change to a more progressive program was under- 
taken gradually. 

The first step was taken in September, 1928, when, after much 
discussion in the School Committee, departmental teaching was in- 
augurated in grades seven and eight. To trace in detail the changes 
and effects of this step would take too much space in this record. 
Suffice it to say that changed attitude toward study both of teacher 
and pupils followed. Instruction in hand skills in Domestic Science 
and Manual Training was increased. A beginning of adaptation of 
curriculum to pupils’ abilities and interests was made. Standardized 
tests were used to check up the relative standing of Sharon pupils 
with others. Discipline gradually changed from strict repression and 
minute direction of action to self-directed execution of assigned 
tasks and conformity to social usages needful for living in social 
groups, all under teacher supervision. 

The beneficial results of these changes were manifested in the 
“better preparation of the ninth grade” as the High School teachers 
voluntarily expressed it. It is interesting to note in this connection 
that the survey committee from Harvard University commented on 
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the relatively higher standing of the lower classes in the High School, 
a testimony, unconscious on their part, to the greater efficiency of 
the training which had been given in the junior classes. 

Curriculum changes in the college preparatory courses of the 
High School have not been many, nor radical, hardly more than a 
relocation of certain courses in history and mathematics and the 
addition of two courses in science, and these changes were merely to 
secure the preparation demanded by the colleges. 

To carry out the program inaugurated in the seventh and eighth 
grades, certain additions to the curriculum were made for the benefit 
of pupils who possessed neither interest nor aptitude for the college 
preparatory studies, nor for the commercial courses, but who are 
entitled to training appropriate to their individual endowments. 
Instruction in Domestic Science, with its related subjects of study, 
for girls, and in the Home Mechanics and related subjects for boys, 
were gradually extended through two more years, the ninth and 
tenth. At the same time full-time teachers in art and music were 
employed and the instruction in these subjects correspondingly 
increased. 

In September, 1929, after long, careful consideration, the School 
Committee authorized the reorganization for which we had been 
working for three years, viz., the 6-6 plan, or the six-year High 
School. Today, 1930, Sharon has an up to date organization. The 
schools are adopting new methods in conformity with the best of 
approved procedures. A tabular statement of the six-year course 
(subject to still further revising) is submitted herewith. 

The latest step in reorganization has to do with the primary grades. 
Children begin attending school with greatly varying natural abilities 
and development. The chronological age is not a satisfactory means 
of classification. Our rule in this respect is to admit children in 
September who are five years old before the first of the preceding 
July. 

Last year we decided to try to stop thinking of these children in 
terms of first grade and second grade; to assign them to small groups 
for instruction as seemed best for each child, and then to regroup as 
often as there was reason to do so regardless of grade assignments or 
dates. In this way we hoped to be able to carry each child through 
the first two or three years with no repeating, and no retarding of 
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those who were able to master the assigned lessons more rapidly than 
others. Moreover, the heart-breaking scenes in June when some 
were denied promotion, even though two-thirds through the require- 
ment, were thus prevented. Each child was told he was going on in 
September just as if there were to be no summer vacation. The 
change from one room to another is merely a necessity to make room 
for more children in September. 

Of the children who entered first grade in September, 1929, who 
under the lock-step would now be in grade II, fourth month, we have 
five who are ready for the third-grade work, six others who have 
accelerated three months, twelve who are well along in the second 
grade, and others at various stages of the program. No child has 
been labeled a failure. Some who lost time by sickness have been 
able to continue with a group a few weeks behind instead of a year 
behind, and a very few whose development has come more alowly are 
now coming on happily. 

We are gradually breaking the Tae -step in the other grades, and 
letting the child’s interests, individuality, and achievements weigh 
more than consideration of organization and system and courses 
of study. 


ADMINISTRATION 


The control of the schools is vested by law in a School Committee 
elected by the voters of the town. This committee has greater 
discretionary power granted to it by law than most committees thus 
elected have. It acts chiefly and properly as a legislative body, or a 
board of directors, employing as its executive and adviser a trained 
person designated Superintendent. 

Previous to 1910 Sharon united with neighboring towns in employ- 
ing a superintendent on part time. In 1911 the town decided to 
withdraw from the union and employ a superintendent on full time, 
but because of the small size of the town it was seemingly necessary 
to include other duties with his office and he served as Principal of 
the Wilber School as well. Such was the situation in March, 1926, 
when the present incumbent began service in Sharon. 

In September, 1926, after twice electing a Principal for the High 
School, only to be overbid by other towns, the Committee decided 
to meet a financial situation by a departure from former practice. 
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They asked for the resignation of the Superintendent as of September 
1, 1926, and immediately appointed him Superintendent and Prin- 
cipal of the High School, thereby effecting a saving of $2,000.00 per 
year in the total for salaries. 


HEALTH 


The student of educational progress will be impressed with the 
fact that attainment of health is placed foremost in every project. 
With no blare of trumpets, nor sensational publicity, our health staff 
has performed excellent service. As indicative of growing belief in 
the importance of this phase of education, the following items are 
interesting: 


In the Town Report for 1926, page 24, it is recorded that the town 
appropriated: 


For inspection of children... .. $50.00 
For inspection of animals...... 200.00 


In 1927 the Board of Health asked the School Committee to take 
over the “Inspection of Children’”’ and the supervision of a Dental 
Clinic. Since that time the health activities in the schools have been 
carried on 


(1) by the School Physician, who makes an annual examination 
of children in the eight lower grades and special examination of all 
children suspected of contagious disease who are referred to him by 
the School Nurse. (This service far exceeds the compensation given.) 


(2) by the School Nurse, who is a daily visitor to the schools, 
watching for the first symptom of infectious and contagious diseases 
and rendering first aid in cases of accident or sudden illness; 


(3) by the School Dentist, who examines each child in the six 
lower grades annually and recommends needed treatments to parents. 


Laws relating to vaccination are enforced and the Schick testing 
and toxin-antitoxin treatment for preventing diphtheria is offered 
to all who will accept it. Our record in respect to epidemics is most 
excellent. Absences from school because of illness are remarkably 
few. All of which is commendatory of the efforts of our health 
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workers. And yet, judged by the standards set up by the State 
Department of Health, we do not go far enough. The service ren- 
dered as described above should be extended to all grades. This 
action involves larger appropriation for salaries for both physician 
and nurse.

PHYSICAL TRAINING 


In this connection we think of the training which now centers in 
the newgymnasium. With a full-time teacher and facilities for carry- 
ing on a program of exercise and sport, we are beginning to obtain 
results most gratifying. 7 

This year, for the first time, we are requiring every student in the 
High School, who is not exempt because of physical infirmity, to take 
the course prescribed by law. 

The response is promising. Posture is stressed. Exercises pro- 
ductive of alertness, attention, co-ordination of mind and muscle, 
are made prominent in the required work. Instruction in laws of 
hygiene and health habits is given. The number taking up the 
voluntary activities is very gratifying. 

Each afternoon some fifty boys or girls, in turn, are in uniform on 
the gym floor, engaging in sport which promotes health, physical 
and mental, morals and sportsmanship. Basketball is at present the 
leading activity. When the playground shall have been completed, 
outdoor sports will as surely follow. 

Some inter-school games are carried on. Our reputation for clean 
play and good sportsmanship is quite general. Principals, coaches, 
referees, as well as students, have frequently expressed their approval 
of the conduct of our teams and of the public at our home games. 
This is one of the intangible, unmeasurable outcomes of school training 
without which a school is a pitiable failure. 


ExTRA CURRICULA ACTIVITIES 


This is the name commonly applied to those forms of training and 
instruction which are not included in daily class assignments, and 
which usually are given little, if any, credit in points toward a 
diploma. They have won a place for themselves in the school pro- 
gram because they have demonstrated, as far as demonstration is 
possible, that they make a very positive and desirable contribution 
to the development of the student, in social leadership, in initiative, 
in self-direction, in responsibility, in self-confidence before an audi- 
ence, in appreciation of arts and skills which are essential to happiness 
in our complex civilization. In 1926 Sharon was offering but few of 
these — the most prominent being the senior class play — a dramatic 
activity, and basketball and baseball on the physical training side. 
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No specified time was reserved in the day’s program for these activi- 
ties. They were carried on by a few students as voluntary after- 
school activities. During the last five years there has been an 
increasing appreciation of the value of education for the use of 
leisure. We have shared in that appreciation and have stressed the 
value of music, art, dramatics, and physical training, as semi-extra- 
curricula subjects and have maintained assemblies daily and weekly to 
afford opportunity for practice both in producing and hearing a 
' variety of programs, such as musical and dramatic class programs, 
debates, readings and recitations, essays, and addresses by invited 
guest speakers on various phases of lifework or social philanthropies. 
Incidentally, instruction has been given in behavior in public gather- 
ings, the meaning of applause, respect due guests and superiors, and 
how to show it. : 

If one accepts the statement that the chief value of an education 
resides in what is left after one forgets all he is going to forget, the 
value of participation in these exercises must be large, though un- 
measurable, because the outcomes are of the intangible sort and often 
are not revealed until the individual enters adult life. We are not, 
however, without testimony to their value. Visitors who are com- 
petent to judge have offered testimony to the good behavior of “‘so 
large’? an assembly. ‘‘Good listeners,’ “happy, cheerful atmos-. 
phere,” “well organized,” “most interesting group,” are expressions 
used in appreciation of the school assemblies. Parents, too, have 
expressed approval in expressions like, “have done a lot for cis 
“broadens their view,” “develops confidence,” “wonderfully interest- 
ing,” ‘“we didn’t have such a chance,” “what wonderful opportuni- 
ties children have today,” ete. 

The activities in operation this year are two orchestras, the Junior 
and the Senior, class assemblies, athletic council, class socials, 
dramatics, motion pictures, the School Paper, and intra-mural 
basketball for each sex. 





OBJECTIVES AND NEEDS 


The question is asked, Is Sharon High School a college preparatory 
school or not? Should it be so, or something else? 

It must be a college preparatory school, and it is; and it should be 
something else, much more than it is. 
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There are two agencies in Massachusetts which certify to the effi- 
ciency of High Schools as preparatory schools, — the State Depart- 
ment of Education and the New England College Entrance Board. 
Sharon has for many years had Class A rating from the State Depart- 
ment, and been constantly on the approved list of the New England 
Board. Students who have gone from Sharon High School with the 
certificate authorized by either of these agencies have sustained the 
confidence of the school in so certifying them and some have made 
high records for scholarship in college or university or normal school. 

It is a well-known fact that the colleges, because they cannot receive 
all who qualify under former standards, are constantly raising their 
requirements for admission and devising more exacting tests to 
eliminate all but the very best students. Consequently the prepara- 
tory school must raise its standard for certificating students and it 
follows that although there are more pupils entering and more 
graduating from the High School than formerly, the percentage of 

each graduating class actually gaining admission to college is no 
- greater, but even less than it was a few years ago. 

If, then, our High School graduates must possess superior gifts to 
be acceptable to the colleges, and if young people who formerly left 
school before completing the High School course are now remaining 
in school with little probability of meeting the competitive require- 
ments for college, it seems perfectly logical to say that the High School 
should offer a training that will be of practical value to that portion 
of its students who are to take places in trade or industry. 

It is not practical at this time to maintain vocational schools in 
small towns, nor would it be advisable. The non-college group needs 
training in cultural subjects all the more because they are not to 
have college training and the course of study offered by the High 
School should meet that need in other terms than that prescribed 
for admission to college. Our foremost Junior High Schools are 
solving the problem within their field. The courses and methods 
which are found efficient in the lower school ought to be carried on 
through the senior high school and will be, as I believe, within a few 
years. We shall gradually offer more appropriate subjects for the 
mass of our pupils, and in so doing strengthen rather than weaken 
the college preparatory programs. 

Our most imperative need now is library books. 
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The following interesting item is taken from the latest report of 
the State Department. 

In 1919-20 the average expenditure per pupil for school libraries 
was one cent. In 1929-30, ten years later, it was thirteen cents — 
a gain in ten years of 1200%. 

This suggests the growing conviction of the value and need of 
library equipment in the modern school. We have a room in our 
new school for a library, and should have money for the purchase of 
suitable books. I would suggest this as the particular objective in 
the line of new equipment for the ensuing year. 

The school property is in excellent repair. The expense of upkeep 
for this year should be merely that for ordinary wear and tear. 
We actually need very little additional equipment, except a library, 
and I see no reason for anticipating any increase in the cost of main- 
taining the schools for the coming year except for salaries. 

Our salary maxima are merely equal to the average in the State. 
We are constantly letting our best teachers go to other places when a 
reasonable increase in salary would enable us to retain them. Fre- 
quent change of teachers weakens the schools, and prevents a steady 
development of efficiency. Now that adequate housing has been 
provided, it is wisdom to consider the problem of adequate salaries. 
Judging by remarks made by some of our own citizens, this suggestion 
will be approved by many. 

The co-operation of the teachers and the friendly, happy, helpful 
spirit of the student body has been the subject of comment by parents 
and visitors and is most certainly recognized by the teachers and 
students. When the last word has been said in enumeration of the 
progress and achievements of a school for a year or a period of years, 
there still remains the fact that the results of school life are not 
measurable in statistics, but are woven into the personality and 
characters of the students through contact with teachers and fellow 
students, and appear in mature life as the real evidence of the training 
received. There is a difference between the lad who has been exposed 
to the influence of a high school for four years and one who has not, 
regardless of any scholarship marks obtained. One has only to walk 
the streets at night with open mind to sense this difference. In some 
way, school, if it is really functioning, moulds character and promotes 
good citizenship.

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There are in Massachusetts one hundred and twelve towns which 
have a population of less than five thousand, and which support a 
high school. In this group Sharon ranks thirty-four in valuation per 
pupil,—that is, in taxable property; and seventy-five in actual taxa- 
tion for the support of schools. Therefore there are forty-one towns 
in this group which are less able to pay, but which do actually tax 
themselves more heavily for schools than Sharon does. 

In the entire State there are three hundred and fifty-five towns 
and cities.

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WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 
FOR 1930 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


The Board of Water Commissioners herewith submits its Thirty- 
fifth Annual Report for the year ending December 31, 1930. 

At the annual town meeting $4,000 was appropriated for further 
extension of the water main in Bay Road, provided the water takers 
would agree to pay the usual seven per cent. on the cost of construc- 
tion. As this was not done, no action was taken and the amount 
appropriated was returned to the treasury. 

The wells were pumped out and the increase in quantity and 
quality of the water was very noticeable, and very few complaints 
as to the quality of the water have been received this season. There 
also were driven four test wells, which at the present time are being 
washed out and pumped in order to obtain samples for the approval 
of the State Department of Health. If a satisfactory report is 
obtained, steps will be taken to drive more wells and connect them 
up to meet the increasing demand for water in the summer time. 
Although the use of the hose privilege was abused, it was not neces- 
sary to prohibit the use of hose entirely. We did request, through 
the columns of the Advocate, that the citizens be careful in the use of 
water, and we wish to express our appreciation for their co-operation 
in assisting to conserve the water supply. In the early spring a very 
disastrous fire occurred on the Bay Road, which resulted in the burn- 
ing of a barn, some damage to a house, and the destruction of many 
acres of woodland. After this took place the town of Stoughton 
laid a water main through part of Bay Road, and installed thirteen 
hydrants. As the property protected by these hydrants is almost 
entirely in Sharon, the Town has been asked to pay the sum of 
twenty-five dollars each, yearly, for the use of thirteen hydrants.

Upland Road, 442 feet of two-inch pipe. 
Valley Road, 186 feet of four-inch pipe. 
Walnut Street, 259 feet of six-inch pipe. 
Crossmoor Road, 45 feet of six-inch pipe. 
Private Way, 770 feet of two-inch pipe. 


As is customary we would advise all water takers to try their cellar 
stops in the early fall and remedy any defect requiring the water to 
be shut off from the curb. This request has been very generally 
complied with and no damage has resulted from any bursted pipe 
this year. All hose users are requested to keep within the limits of 
two hours per day, and also please bear in mind that the use of hose 
between the hours of 9.00 Pp. Mm. and 5.00 a. M. is strictly prohibited.

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SHARON WATER WORKS 
Regulations and Water Rates 


The following regulations shall be considered a part of the con- 
tract with every person who uses water: 

1. All applications for the use of water must be made at the office 
of the Water Commissioners on the form prescribed, stating truly 
and fully the various uses to which the water is to be applied, and 
signed by the owner or agent of the property. 

2. Connections and service pipes. ‘The Commissioners will make 
all connections with the mains and extend the service pipes to the 
street line, furnishing the pipe and stopcocks (which pipes and stop- 
cocks shall remain the property of the Town and under its sole con- 
trol). All service pipes and fixtures inside the street line shall be 
put in by the consumer or at his cost. 

3. The Water Commissioners reserve the right to refuse to con- 
nect with plumbing which has not been examined and approved by 
the Superintendent or Agent, and service pipe laid by takers upon 
their premises must not be covered until inspected by the Agent 
of the Water Board, and quality of pipe must be determined by the 
Commissioners. 

4. No alterations in any water pipe or water fixtures, whereby 
the consumption of water is increased, shall be made without giving 
notice and obtaining a permit from the Water Commissioners. 

No plumber or other person shall make alterations in or addition 
to any water pipe or fixtures aforesaid, unless the owner or agent 
shows a permit therefor, signed by the Water Commissioners, and 
then only to the extent stated therein. 

5. All persons taking water must provide a stop and waste cock, 
properly located inside the building, and have their pipes so arranged 
that the water can be drawn from them in case of danger from frost. 

They must keep their own water pipes and all fixtures connected 
therewith in good repair and protected from frost. 

The strength of all pipes used, their protection against freezing, 
the kind of faucets and other fixtures, the general arrangement of the 
work in reference to security and safety, and the keeping of all pipes 
and fixtures in proper repair, shall be in accordance with any direc- 
tions, either special or general, given by the Water Commissioners. 
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All owners or users of pressure boilers connected direct to the 
mains of the Sharon Water Works must have the same equipped 
with a suitable check valve to prevent syphoning, and a relief valve 
to prevent overpressure, of a pattern approved by the Water Com- 
missioners. 


6. No plumber or any other person except the Superintendent 
of Water Works shall tap any water main or connect any service 
pipe therewith, nor shall any plumber or other person turn on or 
shut off the water from any pipe or hydrant where the stopcock is 
not located on his own premises. 


7. No water taker shall be allowed to supply water to any other 
person or families, nor shall any person take or carry water from 
any hydrant, watering trough or public fountain without the consent 
of the Water Commissioners, nor after such consent has been with- 
drawn. 


8. There shall be no unnecessary waste of water, either to pre- 
vent freezing or any other cause. All water closets must be self- 
closing. 

The use of hose must be confined to the purposes named in the 
application and to the premises of the taker and the street imme- 
diately bordering such premises. Jt must not be used for filling tanks 
or reservoirs, or any other domestic purposes whatever. 


9. The Water Commissioners, their department officers and as- 
sistants, may enter the premises of any water taker supplied with 
water between the hours of 8 o’clock a.m. and 6 o’clock P.m., to 
examine the pipes and fixtures, the quantity of water used and the 
manner of its use. 


10. Parties using meters must measure all’ the water supplied to 
the premises on which they are set. 


11. When water shall be supplied to more than one party through 
a single tap, the bill for the whole supply furnished through such 
tap will be made to the owner of the estate, or some tenant who 
shall agree to become responsible. 

12. Water rates must be paid at the office of the Water Board. 
Those for regular water rates, in advance, annually, on the first 
day of July. Bills for fractional parts of a term, on the first day of 
the month succeeding the letting on of water. Bills for measured 
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and estimated water, quarterly, and all other bills for water, labor 
and materials, on the first day of month preceding their contraction. 

If bills remain unpaid for one month after they become due the 
water will be shut off, and on all bills paid after the water has been 
shut off the sum of one dollar in addition to the bill must be paid 
before water will be let on again. 

13. No person shall be entitled to damages nor to have any por- 
tion of a payment refunded for any stoppage for purposes of addi- 
tions or repairs, nor for non-use occasioned by absence, nor for 
stoppage for any purpose whatever which in the opinion of the 
Water Commissioners may be deemed necessary. 

14. No fireman or other person, except for the legitimate purpose 
of extinguishing fires, shall open any fire hydrant or stopcock con- 
nected with the fire service without the consent of the Water Com- 
missioners. 

Persons or corporations neglecting or refusing to comply with said 
Rules and Regulations are liable to have their supply of water cut 
off. 

15. On all premises continuously unoccupied for more than six 
months during the year from July to July, and where the unoccu- 
pancy is reported to the Superintendent, so that he can shut off the 
supply from the street, a rebate will be made of one-half of the rate 
above first faucet and hose charges, less a charge of $1.00 each for 
shutting off and turning on the water.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT FOR 1930 


To the Honorable Board of Water Commissioners of the Town of Sharon: 


Gentlemen: Herewith is submitted the Thirty-fifth Annual Report 
of the Superintendent of this department for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1930. We have had but one small leak in the mains this year, 
and that was repaired the same day that it was found out. 

Early in the spring, on recommendation of Metcalf and Eddy, 
engineers, it was decided to install apparatus for the purification of 
the water. The apparatus was installed and put in use for a short 
period. After this the wells were washed out and the condition of 
the water improved so much that its use was discontinued. The 
apparatus is ready for use at any future time, should there be any 
necessity for it. This year began the use of copper tubing for service 
pipe, and it has been found that it answers every purpose. 

The Venturi meter installed last year has worked perfectly, and 
for the first time it has been possible to ascertain the correct amount 
of water pumped. The amount pumped shows a great excess over 
previous years, indicating that the amounts recorded have been very 
much underestimated. The amount of power used, to the amount 
of water pumped, bears a direct ratio. As to the amount of power 
used last year, and also this year, it is very nearly the same. It 
would seem as if the amount pumped last year was in excess of 
38,000,000 gallons over that recorded. The standpipe should be 
painted this year, inside and out, as the inside has not been painted 
for over eight years. One hydrant was broken off by an auto back- 
ing into it. The bill for damage was rendered to the owner of the 
ear and the bill was paid. 

The old pump in the pit was found to have a broken water cylinder. 
As this pump was used only to prime the larger pump, and was at 
least fifty years old, it was removed. 

The following work is recommended for the coming year: An 
extension of about 300 feet of six-inch pipe in Ames Street, replacing 
a like amount of cement pipe. About 375 feet of eight-inch in 
Cottage Street, and fifty feet of six-inch on Tolman Street. Also 
about 432 feet of six-inch pipe in Edgewood Road, to South Pleasant 
Street. This will complete the circuit began last year. 
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There was installed in Station No. 2 a belt tightener on the triplex. - 
This has proven very satisfactory, as the leather belt had stretched 
considerably. 

The buildings and machinery are in very good condition. But 
20 new services were added this year, the average length being 
about fifteen feet, the average cost about $24.57. There was also 
several services provided with new stops.
